SAVE THE PRAYER-MEETING! 


and women who are so strong as not 

to need the help of the prayer-meeting. 
There are some churches which feel able 
to stand and do their work without the help 
of the prayer-meeting. They may feel that 
way. but we feel morally sure that for 
once they have depended upon their feelings 
when they ought to depend upon human ex- 
perience and the teachings of God’s Word. 
Prayer is a great power in the life of both 
the individual Christian and the Church as 
a body. The opposite is true also—the in- 
dividual Christian and the church which at- 
tempt to live the Christian life without the 
influence of the prayer-meeting, at best, are 
living at a poor, dying rate. We should like 
to make an appeal to every HERALp reader 
to fall in leve with the prayer-meeting and 
get back to the place of power in the Chris- 
tian life. 

We have rarely seen a more striking ap- 
peal to save the prayer-meeting than that 
given by Rev. Francis BE. Clark, D. D., the 
world leader of the young people, as it ap- 
peared in The Christian Endeavor World 
of} Ayril 23, 1914. May we urge every 
HERALD reader who either has no prayer- 
meeting in his church, or does not wish one, 
to read carefully the following appeal. Dr. 
Clark says: 


iy is said that there are Christian men 


It seems to me that one great danger that 
threatens many churches is the decay of the 
prayer-meeting, and in my opinion it is a 
very serious danger. 

I know of no substitute for the prayer- 


meeting as a quickener and sustainer of ° 


spiritual life. The social gathering certainly 
does not fill its place. The lecture by the 
minister or some imported celebrity does not 
answer the same purpose. Efforts for social 
service are apt to languish without it; mis- 
sionary zeal is pretty sure to die. 

From the earliest days of the Church the 
prayer-meeting has been a feature of her life, 
though sometimes it has been allowed to 
languish for centuries and almost to die out. 

But in times of spiritual warmth the 
prayer-meeting in some form has always 
been an indispensable factor in church life. 

The prayer-meeting on the day of Pente- 
cost was inevitable. After being stirred to 
their souls’ profoundest depths by the awful 
scenes of the crucifixion, and afterwards by 
the resurrection and ascension of their Lord 
and Master, what could the disciples, and 
“the women,” and Mary, and His brethren, 
do but get together in the upper room to 
pray? 

“These all with one accord continued 
steadfastly in prayer.” Of course they did. 
We should have been quite sure of it even if 
Iuke had not recorded it. At such a time 
there was but one outlet for their emotions, 
and that was prayer, and united prayer at 
that. Many are the prayer-meetings record- 
ed or hinted at in the New Testament. 


When Paul set out on his last journey to 
Jerusalem, the journey which led him finally 
to Rome and martyrdom, he was at Miletus, 
on the coast of Asia Minor; but he could 
not start on what he knew was a momentous 
journey without a prayer-meeting; so he 
sent to Ephesus for the elders of the Church, 
who came to Miletus, where “he kneeled 
down and prayed with them all;” and then 
“they brought him on his way unto the ship.” 


A little later on this journey he reached 
Tyre, the glorious city of the Phcenicians, 
the “joyous city,” as Isaiah called it in his 
prophecy of its future destruction. This was 
the city about which clustered more of the 
lore of ancient days than about any other 
on the Mediterranean coast. 

This was the city which Alexander the 
Great conquered after incredible labor, and 
only after he had built a causeway half a 
mile long to connect the mainland with the 
fortified island of Tyre. 

What did Paul do when he reached Tyre? 
Did he gloat over its past glories and won- 
derful history, and dwell on its ancient 
colonies in Italy and Spain and Britain, and 
on the conquest of Alexander? 

Doubtless he recalled these great historic 
events, for Paul was a man of culture, who 
did not despise the learning and the history 
of the past. But all that is recorded of his 
visit to Tyre is that he had a prayer-meet- 
ing there with the Tyrian Christians. 

After his seven days in Tyre the Chris- 
tians came out of the city to the beach to 
bid him God-speed as he sailed, and there at 
the last moment they had a prayer-meeting. 
“Kneeling down on the beach, we prayed,” 
says St. Luke, “and bade each other fare- 
well.” 

As a few months ago I trod the yellow 
sands of that same beach as I journeyed to 
eld Tyre, I picked out the spot. where I 
thought the prayer-meeting might have been 
held, and renewed my conviction of the pow- 
er of united prayer. 

Previously, when Paul was at Philippi, 
in Asia Minor, one of the chief events of 
his visit was his repairing on the first Sab- 
bath of his stay to the “riverside,” “where 
prayer was wont to be made,” and where he 
“spake unto the women that were come to- 
gether.” 

By this riverside I recently wandered also, 
and imagined that goodly company. Paul 
and Timothy and Luke and Lydia, and we 
do not know how many men and women be- 
sides, holding their prayer-meeting on the 
banks of that little stream that still flows 
by the ruins of old Philippi. 

But why need I refer to other Bible 
prayer-meetings? The strong evangelical 
churches of to-day are the churches of the 
strong and vigorous prayer-meeting. One of 
the first signs of the decay of evangelical 
and evangelistic zeal in any place is the de- 
cay of the prayer-meeting. 

The denominations that pride themselves 
on their liberality have no prayer-meeting. 
They have no missionaries, either, or evan- 
gelists, or revivals, or conversions, and 
usually pride themselves on their freedom 
from these “outworn institutions and super- 
stitions.” 

I believe that in non-liturgical churches at 
least there is a vital and necessary connec- 
tion between the prayer-meeting and mis- 
sionary work at home and abroad, and evan- 
gelistic work and revivals and conversions. 


What is the conclusion of the whole matter, 
so far as my readers are concerned? 


Just this: keep your young people’s prayer- 
meeting warm and fresh and vigorous. The 
Christian Endeavor prayer-meeting of the 
present is the church prayer-meeting of 
the future. It depends upon the young people 
of to-day to save the prayer-meeting of the 
mid-century. If you make and keep your 
young people’s meeting on the high level, 
then church meetings ten and twenty and 
thirty years from now will keep up to a 
high level; for you are the Church of the 
future. 

The Christian Endeavor Society came to 
the kingdom, in part, at least, I devoutly 


believe, to save the prayer-meeting. Its 
pledge, its constitution. its practice, its his- 
tory, all tend toward this. Its innumerable 
activities all center around the prayer-meet- 
ing more than do those of any other church 
organization. 

Dear young friends, do not put off this 
duty on any organization or society. Do 
your share. Take your part. Fulfil your 
pledge. Resist the tide that is setting 
against the prayer-meeting idea in some 
quarters. 

Save the prayer-meeting of the future by 
being faithful to your meeting to-day, for 
in it are involved the vitality, the activities, 
the spirituality, the missionary zeal, of the 
Church of the future. 

The history of religion, we mean the Chris- 
tian religion, as it has lived in beth the ip- 
dividual and the Church, bears ready testi- 
mony to the fact that they live only as they 
pray. Some one has said that prayer is the 
Christian’s vital breath—he iives by prayer, 
he serves by prayer, yea, and at last he will 
enter heaven’s gate by prayer. We cannot 
afford to be prayerless Christians, we cannot 
afford to be a prayerless Church—the history 
of all the past rebukes our coldness of heart 
and declares that we are dying spiritually. 
We may resent this charge, but we shalt 
resent it only because it condemns our 
prayerless living. Sooner or later we shalt 
have to admit the truth. 

We join Dr. Clark in urging Christians 
everywhere to save the prayer-meeting—it is 
the hope of spiritual life in the hearts of 
the people. If we let it go, we let go the 
real life of Christianity in us, and then— 
henceforth we shall live the Christ-life only 
at a poor dying rate. Let us get together 
and save the prayer-meeting. As we see it, 
it is the first step to bringing back the 
Church from her many worldly ways and 
from the poor dying rate at which she is 
living and serving. 

We may turn the deaf ear to this plea, 
but in the long run we shall lose by so doing. 
We have read somewhere of a gallant soldier 
who was pursued by an overwhelming force. 
He was fleeing for dear life, when suddenly 
he discovered that the girth to his saddle 
was loose. He coolly dismounted and re- 
paired the girth, and then remounted and 
continued his flight, and it was stated that 
he made time by stopping. 


Is not that a parallel case? The Church 
is in battle. It seems as if the prayer-girth 
has been broken. Will she stop and mend it 
and get the help of real prayer, or will she 
go on, depending upon her own arm of flesh, 
upon her own wisdom, and upon her own 
might? Let us stop the race! let us dis- 
mount and go to our knees in both the old- 
fashioned closet and in the old-fashioned 
prayer-meeting in the church, till we regain 
our vigor and reenter upon our larger life 
of love and service. God help us!

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NOTES BY THE WAY 


Rev. Peter Ainslie, a Disciple minister of 
Baltimore, has recently been on a visit to 
Iingland as a member of the deputation on 
Christian Unity in connection with the work 
of the World Conference on Faith and Order. 
In some article appearing from his pen in 
Christian Work, he made a statement that 
the late Rev. Chas. H. Spurgeon in his life- 
time declined to visit the United States be- 
cause the Baptists of this country were close 
communion in practice. To this statement 
The Religious Herald took exception as be- 
ing unfair to the Baptists of this country. 
Hxplanations have been made, but Dr. 
Ainslie repeated the substance of his original 
statement, adding that the Baptists of Eng- 
Jand are not close communionists, but The 
Religious Herald says Mr. Spurgeon, not 
long before he died, denied that he had made 
such a statement as was attributtd to him. 
Hven efforts to get together seem to drive 
us further apart. But let us keep praying 
and working for the oneness of God’s people 
in truth. 

A good example is emphasized by The 
Religious Herald. In speaking of the flux 
and change of modern times says: (There) 
“Are myriads of disciples of Christ who still, 
in the ftux and change of modern times, be- 
lieve something.” We may not believe some 
things which the editor of The Religious 
Herald believes, but most certainly we be- 
lieve in believing something. One who is 
loose in his views of truth cannot hope to 
have the power which the Christian needs 
in his warfare against sin and error. In- 
deed, we believe Christian men and women 
ought to believe something. Christians ought 
tv have the Spirit of Christ in their believ- 
‘ing, but that does not mean that a Christian 
may believe anything or nothing, regardless 
.of Bible statements. Believe nothing as to 
Christian truth, and you will not achieve 
much in Christian service. Even loose 
views as to Bible truth seem to invite fail- 
ure and beget a lack of fruitfulness. Oh, 
ves, believe something! 

It is a good thing to see _ facts 
«<learly. The Religious Herald. raises the 
question: “How can we drain the swamps?” 
Then the same paper proceeds to say: 

According to the report of the National 
Drainage Congress, there are in Virginia 
800,000 acres of swamp land. These lands 
are not only not profitable, but are a nuis- 
ance. They are the _ breeding-places of 
malaria and typhoid. The annual meeting 
of this Drainage Congress was _ held 
in Savannah, Ga., April 22-25. Dr. Free- 
man and Dr. Starbuck, of Richmond; 
Mr. W. W. Old, Jr., and Mr. Joseph Ives, 
of Norfolk, are prominent Virginians who 
took part in the program. The problem 
4f the National Drainage Congress is similar 
to one of the problems of our denomination. 
Just as the thousand of acres of swamp land 
are a liability rather than an asset to the 
health and prosperity of the people of 
the State, so are thousands of Baptists on the 
rolls of our churches. The acres of swamp 
land are counted when the area of Virginia 
is given, but they contribute nothing to the 
<olumn of assets. Thousands of names are 
reported to the Associations by our churches, 
-when the persons represented by those names 
have not added one iota to the assets report- 
ed, but have furnished only a source for the 
‘breeding of disease, dissension, and strife 
im the Church. How can we drain the 
swamps? 


Yes, how?

It is comforting to the Christian to 
feel assured that somewhere on life’s journey 
he will find what he needs to bring his life 
te its best. Under the guiding touch of the 
Holy Spirit, he will meet a friend with a 
message, suited to his need, or a book which 
brings the light to his heart, or perchance 
the Spirit will bring to his own thoughts 
the idea which he most needs to bring his 
life to its best, for the good of his fellow 
men, and that will mean the success of his 
life, which means success in the highest 
realm of human achievement. But do not 
let us make the mistake of supposing all 
this will come to pass without hearty co- 
operation on our part with the Holy Spirit.

Some one has said: “There is strength 
in doing the right thing,” and that is true, 
but doing the right thing, if we are to get 
best results, we must have as a basis the 
strength through which Paul said he could 
do all things. That is just the fact. We can 
do all right things through the power of 
Jesus Christ. One has said: “If there were 
no God, if Christ had never died on the 
cross, I should have to do the right thing, 
because it is right.” True enough, it may 
be, but if there were no God, and Christ had 
not died on the cross, who can be sure that 
any of us would know the right when we see 
it? Ah, that is the rub! 

From above he must have light or not 
know what is right in the realms of spiritual] 
truth. Let us be thankful for the light of 
the world, for by it we may come to know 
the truth. 
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THE SPIRIT OF THE INQUISITION 


If one but keeps his eyes and ears open, 
he can scarcely fail to see that the spirit 
of the Inquisition is again abroad in the land. 
The Roman Catholic Church makes one 
claim which we fear is true, viz.: That she 
“never changes.” That being true, it is easy 
to see that, having once imbibed the spirit 
of persecution, she will not give it up, and 
whenever you find the Roman Church in pow- 
er, you may expect to find her persecuting 
those who oppose her wishes. 

This is a great country and it ought to 
be free from persecution and all effort to 
force assent to another’s views. Indeed, 
force should never be used to bring accept- 
ance, even of truth itself, for truth forced 
upon a man is to that man’s life, at best, 
only a shadow in which no blessing can come 
to his life and service. 

The Roman Catholic Church seems deter- 
mined to make men give at least silent con- 
sent to its customs and teachings. Within 
the last few months several men have been 
mobbed by Roman Catholic adherents be- 
cause the said men were speaking against 
the customs of that Church. 

Jeremiah J. Crowley has been mobbed two 
or three times, and Rev. Otis L. Spurgeon 
at least once. Another case is reported from 
Springfield, Illinois. In each instance the 
effort was unworthy of a civilized commun- 
ity. Some men, even now, argue that 
Romanism is not a dangerous element in our 
American life. Such a position is based on 
a lack of a fair comprehension of the pres- 
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ent situation as it exists today. When one 
can see the activity of the Roman Catholic 
Church and its many societies in this coun- 
try, and can see that its main efforts seem 
to Protestants to have but two ends to gain, 
viz.: The Building up of itself and the tear- 
ing down of Protestant Christianity, it seems 
hard to understand how so excellent a people 
can fold their hands and sit down for a 
comfortable rest in the midst of so much 
rank partisan effort against the Church they 
profess to love. 

The history of Roman Catholicism is 
black with the force of its sectarianism ex- 
erted against Protestantism. We enter a 
plea for great forbearance, but at the same 
time, great and unending watchfulness for 
the liberty of the Church and our highly- 
cherihed institutions. God help us to be 
wide awake to see the true situation, follow- 
ing His leading in all the ways and walks 
of life. 
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A BIG MISTAKE—THE EXPLANATION

from that basis and—so make our triumph! 
But such a triumph is worse than useless.

In the back of the Foreign Mission Journal 
you may notice that we have more mission- 
aries in China—yes, ten times more—than 
we have in Mexico. On one oceasion a mem- 
ber of our family remarked that the reason 
Mexico is having so much trouble is that 
they have never been fully civilized, and 
the United States is to be blamed for this 
negligence. 

Why not take as much interest in our sis- 
ter country as we would in China or some 
other country? There is always talk about 
the great work which is being done in other 
countries, and hardly a word about such suc- 
cessful work in Mexico. Send more mission- 
aries to Mexico and help the “poor fellows” 
along. They need our help as well as any 
other country. It always takes something 
to open our eyes when we get on the wrong 
road, and I do hope that in the future the 
United States may learn a lesson and do her 
duty towards her sister country. 


Yes, truly ten times more missionaries in 
China than in Mexico, but are there not 
more than ten times as many people in China 
as there are in Mexico? China has four 
hundred millions of people. How many mil- 
lions has Mexico? Fifteen millions—quite a 
difference. Look up the statistics and see 
who is right. 

No doubt Mexico needs more Christian 
missionaries, but not because China has too 
many. 

A one-sided argument is an evil, because 
it leads people outside of the circle of truth. 
Let our friend try again, giving due weight 
to the full facts on both sides.

As we look 
at the world’s expenditures for war and edu- 
cation, respectively, we see that there is still 
room for vast improvement. Europe spends 
almost $45 per capita annually for army and 
navy, and only about $1 per capita for edu- 
cation. The United States makes a better 
showing, but even our record is nothing to 
boast of. Not until Education—Christian. 
education—is allowed to mold the hearts and 
minds of men, will there be a turning to 
better things, and not until then will there 
be an ushering in of the blessed estate fore- 
told by the prophet.” 
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AMONG THE VIRGINIA HILLS 


On Saturday morning, May 2, after the 
close of the Southern Christian Convention, I 
left Norfolk, Va., via the Norfolk and Western 
Railway for News Ferry, Va., where I had 
been engaged to preach the annual mission- 
ary sermon before the Woman’s Missionary 
Society of the Pleasant Grove Christian 
church in Halifax County, Va., Rev. W. 8. 
Tong, D. D., pastor. In company with Dr. 
Long (who was returning from the Conven- 
tion) we reached News Ferry in the after- 
noon. We were met, not by an automobile, 
but by the good old-fashioned ‘two-horse 
carriage, and taken out to the splendid coun- 
try home of Bro. and Sister E. T. Pierce. In 
this home we had found shelter in the long 
ago, and it was surely a privilege to rest 
there again. Mrs. Pierce was in Richmond, 
Va., but her daughter, Mrs. D. Jennings Sipe, 
was presiding in her mother’s place. It was 
a real pleasure to meet them again in their 
home. 

Pleasant Grove church is a fine old coun- 
try church, of long standing and wide use- 
fulness. Many of our strongest mer have 
served this church as pastor, while the church 
has been uniformly very kind to and consid- 
erate of the welfare of its pastors. 

After the sermon and a short talk by Dr. 
Long, the annual offering for the Woman’s 
Missionary Society was taken—a basket col- 
lection—$131. That, I thought, was a fire 
offering. There is a strong missionary senti- 
ment growing up in this church, and in fact 
throughout the South. 

The Pleasant Grove people are loyal to 
their church and pastor. They have a new 
and modern country church building—well 
adapted to the work they are doing. 

We had dinner on the grounds of the 
churchyard and it was an occasion of much 
real pleasure. After dinner it fell to my lot 
to preach again, after which parting words 
were spoken and we departed, Dr. Long 
going to his home at Chapel Hill, N.C. I 
spent the night with Bro. and Sister Willie 
Pierce at News Ferry, where I was most 
hospitably entertained. At 3:30, Monday 
morning, I awoke, and dressing hurriedly, 
took an early train for Greensboro, N. C., 
and thence to Elon College, where I visited 
our daughter, Ethel, and a number of friends. 
It was a real pleasure to see the college doing 
so well. This year the attendance record has 
broken all former records—the matriculates 
reaching almost to the four hundred mark. 
Flon is doing a great work and is yet but in 
the beginning of its usefulness. President 
Harper is leading in a good work. Under 
the blessings of God it will go on to greater 
achievements for the kingdom. 


Wednesday I returned to Norfolk. At 
Durham, N. C., while waiting for a train, I 
met Mr. and Mrs. J. D. Edwards, old friends, 
and former parishioners in the Raleigh 
Christian church. Mrs. Edward is one of the 
few remaining direct descendants of James 
O’Kelly, under whose labors our people were 
led to the formation of the Christian Church. 

The Durham Christian church is now under 
the pastoral care of Kev. W. L. Wells, and 
the work is doing well. Rev. J. O. Cox, now 
superintendent of the Christian Orphanage at 
Elon College, N. C., was the predecessor of 


Bro. Wells. He, too, did a fine work in 
Durham, placing the church on the best finan- 
cial basis it has ever had. Its outlook is good. 
Durham has 25,000 population and many mil- 
lionaires. It has made its money largely on 
tobacco—a thing much to be regretted on 
the part of all true Christians. 


I reached Norfolk in the evening in time 
to attend the Wednesday evening prayer- 
service in the dear old Memorial Christian 
Temple. We had a pleasant service under 
the blessings of God. Dr. Denison led the 
service in a most fitting way. On Thursday 
evening following, I went with Dr. J. W. 
Harrell to Berea church in Norfolk County. 
Here I had served a number of years as 
pastor in the early days of my ministry. We 
had a good attendance and a fine, but inform- 
al, service. It was indeed a great priv- 
ilege to meet the Berea people and mingle 
with them again, even in one service. Dr. 
Harrel took me in his automobile, and, no 
doubt about it, he is a driver, and he drives 
at a rapid rate. 


On Sunday, May 10, I was at Berea (in 
Nansemond County). It was a missionary 
service and withal a profitable one. Rey. I. 
W. Johnson, D. D., is pastor. Berea has long 
been one of the strong and liberal churches 
of the Eastern Virginia Christian Conference. 
The sainted William B. Wellons organized 
this church in the zenith of his usefulness. 
The lamented Revs. Z. A. Post and E. W. 
2eale were pastors here in the days of their 
highest usefulness. This church has also 
been honored with a number of leading lay- 
men, among whom I may name Elliott J. 
Driver, Thos. R. Gaskins, E. E. Lee, Elisha 
Everett, and Alexander Savage, all-of whom 
have gone to their reward. Bro. W. J. Lee, 
one of the best known laymen in the 
Fastern Virginia Conference, has been seri- 
ously ill for several weeks. Last week he 
was considered much better. The work at 
Berea seems to be in good condition with 
the outlook of a great and growing useful- 
ness before it. 


Sunday night (of the same day) I was 
with the Third church and heard the pastor, 
Rev. Geo. D. Eastes preach. The Third 
church is comparatively a new organization, 
and I was surprised, agreeably so, to see a 
very large congregation in attendance. It 
was only a few years ago, a very few, when 
this church began its career. The house 
was so small and unpromising that some of 
the people in the community objected to its 
presence—it being, as they saw it, an “eye- 
sore” to the community. It is true the 
building has been greatly improved, but now 
the drift is in favor of the church, and it 
bids fair to be one of the leading churches 
of that thrifty city. Bro. Eastes has already 
accomplished much in buildirg up the work. 
Bro. Jas. A. Eley, the treasurer of the church, 
told me that from the beginning of the church 
it has never been necessary to make a special 
appeal for money to meet current expenses 
—the offerings of the people having always 
been ample. That of itself is evidence of 
the solidity of the organization. Not many 
years hence they will need a new and much 
larger house of worship. They are taking 
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time by the forelock and getting ready for 
that day. 

Dr. Manning, the superintendent of the 
Sunday-school, has had the pleasure of see- 
ing the attendance go to its highest point of 
late. We wish this child of the Memorial 
Christian Temple the greatest success and 
highest usefulness. I am indebted to Bros. 
B. L. Nichols and T. A. Twiddy for special 
kindnesses.

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WRANGLING DISCIPLES 


One time when a pastor was deploring the 
fact (before a body of church workers) that 
the spirit of real Christian service, in church- 
es, is often made ineffective by wrangling 
and quarreling, the statement was made: 
“Why, Christ’s disciples, themselves, are 
known to have had bitter quarrels.” It is 
true, they did quarrel and dispute among 
themselves; but it should be made plain that 
the cause of their quarrels was always their 
own selfishness. They quarreled when dis- 
puting which one should be greatest in 
Christ’s kingdom. We have no record of 
their quarreling, when working with an un- 
selfish spirit, trying to advance the cause of 
Christ. 

Many churches have their spirituality 
killed by an undercurrent of petty quarreling 
and strife among the members. Particularly 
is this true in small churches where all are 
well acquainted, one with the other. Two 
members of the Christian Endeavor have a 
private quarrel; each tells her side to her 
friends. Prayer-meeting night comes, the 
members attend, but so, also does the quarrel. 
The pastor and the leader wonder why there 
is no response, no spiritual warmth, no testi- 
mony. The reason is simple, “Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon.” Thus it is that 
Satan gets into church—into the prayer-meet- 
ing, even. But he is very quiet at such a 
place; he becomes very humble, indeed, say- 
ing that he prefers others should do the tes- 
tifying and praying. Henry Ward Beecher 
must have had in mind the ravages of quar- 
reling and gossiping in a small church, when 
he said, “I thank God for making me pas- 
tor of a big church; I have not the grace to 
be pastor of a small one.” 

Church members do not quarrel when they 
are seeking earnestly to do the will of God, 
when they are seeking to honor Christ, in 
place of seeking position for themselves. The 
Sabbath-school teacher who was angry be- 
cause members of her class were asked to 
become teachers, was working with a wrong 
motive; she should have been glad that her 
girls had been asked to serve, instead of be- 
ing angry because they were leaving her 
class, 

There was no quarreling at Pentecost; no, 
there, the people were waiting for God’s 
blessing. And there never is quarreling 
among Christians now when they forget self- 
ish interests and strive to help answer the 
prayer, “Thy kingdom come, thy will be done, 
on earth as it is in heaven.”

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The Kingdom of God Among Men 


“Eavesdroppers never hear any good of 
themselves.” _Jesus was not an eavesdrop- 
per. He did not bend His ear to hear what 
they were talking about. He came to them 
boldly, openly, in a manly way; walked by 
their side for a moment, and then boldly 
asked a question which it gave them pleas- 
ure to answer, though the facts were painful 
to their hearts. If Jesus had not risen, they 
must give up all their hope of salvation 
through Him from the yoke of bondage 
which they fondly believed that Messiah 
would break. 

They have been criticised for leaving Jeru- 
salem at a time when all the city was moved 
by reports from the empty tomb. It has been 
held that they ought to have stayed there 
and satisfied themselves as to the facts. 
But here they were going away into the 
country, more than two hours’ distant, while 
yet others of the disciples were intent on 
solving the mystery. But we should remem- 
ber that, until that very morning, not one 
of the disciples had any thought that their 
Master was to die in order that He might 
live again. No one of them believed that 
there was to be any resurrection. When 
they saw the body laid in the tomb, their 
last hope vanished. He was a good man, 
they had no doubt of that; but He was not 
what they had fondly hoped He was. He 
was not to set up a temporal throne, from 
which He was to rule the people of God (of 
course the Jews) forever. That He had 
wrought many marvelous miracles, giving 
proof of a superhuman power, there could 
be no doubt. He had even given to His dis- 
ciples certain miraculous powers. But noth- 
ing that He had done was to be compared 
with the resurrection of His own dead body 
from the tomb. That was too much to 
believe He could do. And they knew that 
He was dead. 

What wonder that they “communed to- 
gether and reasoned?” They could not talk 
of anything else. There were those who said 
that He was alive, and that they had seen 
Him.. But it was for only a few moments 
at best, and they might be mistaken. Was it 
reasonable to suppose that He had actually 
risen? Had either of them personally seen 
Him, it might have been otherwise. But, 
if He had risen, where was He? Whither 
had He gone? Would He not be with at 
least two or three of them, convincing them, 
and allowing them to call together the rest? 
It was not unreasonable that these men 
should go out into the country at most a 
few miles from the city. They would return 
next day, or as soon as there was a confirma- 
tion of the assurances, or the doubts of their 
friends. 
on the way to Emmaus. 

But He who said, “Where two or three 
are met together in my name, there am I,” 
could not allow these earnest, honest men 
to walk and talk about Him, His wondrous 
character and works, and leave them in un- 
certainty. He must be with them. And so 
He drew near and went with them. 

-It was such an occasion as He delighted 
in. Honest men, desiring to know facts and 
their interpretation. Unlearned men, who

did not read the holy books for themselves, 
but who eagerly caught the message given 
them, wherever they had opportunity. Good 
listeners, thoughtful, weighing declarations, 
and testing in their own minds the probabil- 
ity of their truth. They had not agreed with 
each other to discard the whole thing, to 
renounce their allegiance to Jesus as to a 
mountebank. There was yet something to 
be said and cherished. His words, His 
works, His daily demeanor, His marvelous 
command of the Scriptures, His frequent ap- 
peals to His Father in heaven—all these 
things forbade the thought that He was a 
wilful deceiver; and if not a deceiver, He 
was worthy of respect and love, even though 
Himself deceived. So they “communed to- 
gether and reasoned.” And so He drew near 
and went with them. He was so much like 
ordinary men: was dressed as ordinary men; 
was tanned and rugged in appearance; noth- 
ing about Him to excite suspicion that He 
was anything more than a countryman, per- 
haps a shepherd, familiar in His mein, and 
on a social level with themselves. Of course, 
He was welcome to walk with them, and, as 
He began, more than welcome to talk with 
them. 

Evidently He knew the Scriptures—‘‘Moses 
and all the prophets.” He had found in 
these Scriptures references to Messiah which 
they had never suspected of containing such 
reference. They began to see the real sig- 
nificance of words which they had only 
heard read, but never satisfactorily explain- 
ed. We think we have caught glimpses of 
such Scriptures—-the “seed” of the woman; 
the “Shiloh ;” the “prophet” like unto Moses; 
the “servant” upheld by Jehovah; the suf- 
ferer led as a sheep to the slaughter; the 
smitten and afflicted; bruised for the inquity 
of God’s people; coming from Edom, with 
dyed garments from Bozrah; His raiment 
stained with the blood of His enemies 
sprinkled upon it; traveling in the greatness 
of His strength, speaking in righteousness, 
mighty to save, treading the winepress alone, 
but trampling the perverse nations in His 
fury—this was the sort of Messiah spoken of 
by Moses and the prophets. 

And when they heard it, the travelers 
were convinced that He was right, that His 
was the true exposition of the Scriptures. 
Their hearts, as well as their heads, took in 
the truth, and soon were swelling with emo- 
tion. Such views of divine truth they had 
never had before. No rabbi had ever caught 
even a slight glimpse of it, or, if suspecting 
it, had dared to teach it to others. Now they 
understood that it was needful for Messiah 
to suffer, and to rise again from the dead, 
if all the things written concerning Him 
were to be fulfilled. Now they could under- 
stand the crucifixion, the tomb, the empty 
chamber. The resurrection was not only 
needful, but it was an accomplished fact. 
Let them draw their own conclusions from 
the Scriptures as He unfolded them. It was 
all new to them, but was according to truth 
and reason. 

And all came because they were talking 
together of the things they had seen and 
heard and were reasoning about them. And 
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their experience was not theirs only. It has 
been that of humble, teachable souls in all 
the ages. Two or three, met together ir 
His name, have had the same heart-burning, 
have felt the flame of sacred love leaping 
up in their souls. Old thoughts have thus 
become new thoughts, the like never experi- 
enced before. In a little gathering, a cottage 
prayer-meeting, a wayside conversation be- 
tween believing souls, even in the closet with 
the Word of God opened or recalled, there 
has beer: similar burning of hearts. 

“Jesus himself drew near and went with 
them.” It was not a long journey; only 
three hours at most; but they were hours 
of blessedness. A stranger hardly less to be 
wondered at than was the Master Himself. 
Where had He been—where had they been, 
that they had never known of Him before? 
They came to a recognition of Him and by 
faith they walked back to Jerusalem. Their 
faith was confirmed. It was supported by 
that of others. It became a living power 
in their souls. It was impossible for them 
tu be deceived. The same Jesus appeared 
to chosen witnesses again and again. He 
ascended into heaven, and it has been prom- 
ised that in like manner He shall come again 
to gather His loved ones home. Then every 
eye shall see Him.—From The Journal and 
Messenger.

Beautiful Last Words 
The last words of David, as they are given 
in Sam. 23:1-5, must evidently mean his last 
words as a prophet—the last message he re- 
ceived from Heaven, as follows: 


Now these be the last words of David. 
David the son of Jesse said, and the man who 
was raised up on high, the anointed of the God 
of Jacob, and the sweet psalmist of Israel, said, 

The Spirit of the Lord spake by me, and his 
word was in my tongue. 

The God of Israel said, the Rock of Israel 
spake to me, He that ruleth over men must be 
just, ruling in the fear of God. 

And he shall be as the light of the morn- 
ing, when the sun riseth, even a morning 
without clouds; as the tender grass springing 
out of the earth by clear shining after rain. 

Although my house be not so with God; 
yet he hath made with me an everlasting cove- 
nant, ordered in all things, and sure: for this 
is all my salvation, and all my _ desire, 
although he make it not to grow. 


It was an interesting moment in the life 
of so remarkable a man, and the message 
was worthy of the occasion. It is generally 
allowed that the Authorized Version is not 
very happy here, and that the true idea of 
the passage is got by reading it as a vision— 
a bright vision of a glorious Ruler as it rose 
before the entranced sight of the psalmist. 
The form of this Ruler is projected before 
him; He is one who is “righteous,” and who 
“rules in the fear of God.” A divine radi- 
ance goes from Him, diffusing a_ silvery 
brightness on every side. “As the light of 
the morning!” exclaims the psalmist, recall- 
ing the welcome sight of the purple dawn 
after a dark and stormy night. By-and-by 
“the sun ariseth,” rejoicing like a strong man 
to run a race. It is “a morning without 
clouds ;” there is nothing to obstruct the in- 
fluence of the orb of day as he scatters his 
treasures from his golden chariot. See how 
his beams fall on “the tender grass,” making 
it sparkle with diamonds and pearls! This 
was King David’s last vision—the vision of a 
Ruler appearing on earth, worthy of these 
glorious emblems. Who can this Ruler be? 


The Imagery of the Vision 

In the imagery of the vision our Lord is 
compared to light; and it is interesting to 
note the successive touches by which the 
image grows in brilliancy. First, He is as 
the light—the most cheering and reviving. the 
most beautiful and beautifying of earthly 
things. Then He is as the light of the morn- 
ing, for morning light is more cheerful and 
reviving than any other. Then the great 
fountain of light, the sun, comes into view, 
suggesting inexhaustible fulness. And lastly, 
it is a morning without clouds; there is noth- 
ing to obscure or interrupt the light in its 
passage to earth; it falls on the face of Na- 
ture in an unbroken flood, giving radiance 
and beauty to every object; and “there is 
nothing hid from the heat thereof.” 

We need not dwell on all these minutie ; it 
will be better to think of the many ways in 
which, to all who receive Him, Jesus Christ

is as the light of the morning. Effects like 
this are best brought out by contrast; and we 
shall probably see best the claim of Jesus to 
be compared to the light if we think a little 
of the darkness—if we think of some of those 
gloomy experiences to which we mortals are 
exposed in this world, but which are chased 
away at the rising of this bright and morning 
star. 


Shallow Convictions of Sin 

1. It is indeed a gloomy experience when 
one first feels what it is to be a sinner, and 
first knows oneself to be a sinner—a great 
sinner—in the sight of God. What the Holy 
Spirit brings home to one may not be dark 
flagrant acts of sin, but the fact of one’s re- 
bellious will—one’s systematic disregard of 
the holy will of God. I fear that this age 
must be held to be one of shallow convictions 
of sin, as compared with other days. Not 
many nowadays are familiar with the 
struggling described in “Grace Abounding;” 
not many know anything of the experience of 
young Bruce of Kinnaird, three hundred 
years ago, who declared that he would rather 
wade through a stream of boiling lead half 
a mile long than endure what befell him one 
night in the house of Airth, when the Holy 
Spirit was convincing him of sin. Yet it 
may be otherwise. There may be more dis- 
tress than we wot of because of sinful hearts. 
More Bibles than we think may open at the 
fifty-first Psalm or at the parable of the 
Pharisee and the publican. Anyhow, it is a 
gloomy experience to find oneself a criminal 
before God, and to find, do what one may, one 
cannot make it otherwise. But when one ap- 
prehends the true meaning of the Baptist’s 
call—-“Behold the Lamb of God, that taketh 
away the sin of the world’—is it not as if one 
passed into the light of the morning? Bun- 
yan saw it when he understood the words, 
“Thy righteousness is in heaven.” We may 
fancy the delight of Abraham when he saw 
the ram caught in the thicket—the substitute 
for his son. Like this are the feelings of all 
who, after the gloom of deep conviction and 
self-condemnation, see Jesus Christ atoning 
for their sins, and putting in their hands the 
title-deeds of heaven.

2. There is another gloomy experience to 
which many are subject after they have en- 
tered on the Christian life—the sense of in- 
dwelling sin, of the perpetual activity of evil 
desires giving birth to a sad contrast between 
their souls and those saintly, angelic, Christ- 
like beings whom they have sometimes met 
with, or about whom they have read. Do 
what they may, their souls cleave to the dust, 
their temper gives way even under slight pro- 
vocations, unkind words escape their lips, 
selfishness asserts itself many a time in their 
hearts. “Oh, wretched men that we are!” 
they sometimes cry, “who shall deliver us?” 
St. Paul was far in the depths when he ut- 
tered that groan. Rut hardly was it uttered 
when the light of the morning burst on him— 
“I thank God, through Jesus Christ.” He saw 
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in Jesus Christ, over and above His atoning 
merit, a sanctifying grace capable of renew- 
ing him wholly, and he thanked God. He 
thanked God that it was not left to him in 
his own strength to renew his heart. It was 
for him to mourn its corruptions, and send 
up to heaven day by day the prayer for re- 
newal, but it was his privilege to welcome the 
indwelling of Christ by His Spirit as the pow- 
er that worked in him to will and to do of 
God’s good pleasure. And he cherished the 
belief that through that power the change 
which he describes to the Ephesians would be 
completed in him. Jesus would sanctify and 
cleanse him with the washing of water by the 
Word; and thus in the end present him, “not 
having spot or wrinkle, or any such thing.” 


The Trials and Troubles of Life 

38. A third gloomy experience of Chris- 
tians is that which often arises from the tri- 
als and troubles of life. Perhaps it is ill 
health that brings them down, or ill success 
iu life, or loss and disappointment, or worry, 
and anxiety, or the ill behavior of loved 
ones, or all combined. There are St. Sebas- 
tians in this world whom God seems to make 
a target for all His arrows; all His waves 
and billows seem to pass over them. The 
sadness of their hearts is reflected in their 
faces, as it was in Mary’s when she wept at 
the sepulcher. But to the weeping Mary there 
came a vision of the light of the morning: 
“Woman, why weepest thou?’ Behold your 
risen Lord! After all, itis well. So to many 
a one, “in heaviness through manifold temp- 
tations,” the vision of a sympathetic and con- 
siderate Savior comes as the light of the 
morning. The thought commends itself to 
them that their trials and sorrows are but 
the medicines by which a,physician alike 
faithful and loving is healing their souls. It 
is no easy task to make all right there. There 
is a tradition that once a great sculptor, see- 
ing a rough block of white marble, said, “I 
see an angel imprisoned in that stone, but I 
will set him free.” It was his way of saying 
that out of the rough block he would carve 
the form of an angel. But what an infinite 
amount of labor, what innumerable strokes of 
the hammer and touches of the chisel, were 
needed to fulfil the task. Certainly the task 
of turning the human soul into a pure un- 
sullied spirit is not an easier one. We may 
be helped here by another emblem of the text 
--“Clear shining after rain.” Heavy rain, 
pelting fiercely during the night, batters the 
tender grass, seems rude, and reckless, and 
‘destructive; but the morning sun not only 
makes the grass bright, but helps it to rise 
and helps it to grow, and in a little while 
the grass is stronger and richer than ever. 
I knew an eminent Christian, in a prominent 
position, who said that on looking back on his 
life he saw that the times of sorest trial— 
of trials that seemed as if they would crush 
him utterly—were the very times when he 
got most spiritual good; it was out of such 
weakness that he was made strong. 
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The Light of the Morning 

4. We note one other gloomy experience 
against which Jesus is emphatically as the 
light of the morning—that which is bred un- 
der the shadow of death. As a rule, death is 
not viewed at the present time with that re- 
pugnance which was usual in former periods. 
This is probably due to that feebler faith in 
the unseen and eternal, in heaven and hell, in 
rewards and punishments, which marks the 
present age. But no thoughtful or reason- 
able man can look on death without the grav- 
est feeling, not only for the leap in the dark 
it involves—the unknown change of being to 
which it leads—but also because of the voice 
within that assures him that at death there 
will be a reckoning with him on the part of 
his righteous Judge. If the Christian were to 
be the victim of such feelings, whether in the 
prospect of his own death or in the experi- 
ence of the death of his friends, this case 
would be sad indeed. It is in any case, hard 
when friends die of whose welfare one has lit- 
tle ‘hope, though even here there remains the 
thought that the verdict of God will be in 
strict accord with the infinite righteousness 
and goodness of His nature. But for oneself, 
and for all who die in the Lord, how welcome 
is the vision of Him who is as the light of the 
morning! Jesus has Himself died: He knows 
the bitterness of death, and He will not leave 
His people to die alone. Let them often ask 
dying grace, and dying grace will come. Let 
them often think how much brighter and bet- 
ter the second stage of their being will be 
—how certain it is that it will transcend their 
highest expectations. Let them learn to trust 
their Lord with all the interests they leave 
behind, in the firm assurance that He careth 

for theirs as well as for them. 


O Light of the morning! how welcome is 
Thy rising to all who have eyes to see! Arise 
and shine on all the dark places of the earth. 
Again and again let these words be verified : 
“The people that walked in darkness have 
seen a great Light!”

And they stood every man in his place round 
about the camp.—Judges 7: 21. 


1. The children of Isruel had begun their 
conquest of the land of Canaan after the 
death of Joshua. 


Going forth in the strength of the Lord of 
hosts and not regarding the difficulties to be 
encountered they had been for a time success- 
ful. Some of their tribes either from indo- 
lence or a wilful stubborn disobedience had 
failed to drive out the Canaanites and the 
results, were what might have been foretold 
as necessarily following disobedience. 

By the example of the Canaanites left in 
the land the: Israelites were corrupted and 
drawn away from the worship of their own 
God to the worship of the gods of the nations 
round about them. 

With a monotonous repetition we read: 

“The children of Israel did evil in the sight 
of the Lord.” 

“The Lord delivered them into the hands 
of their enemies.” 
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“Then the children of Israel cried unto the 
Lord.” 

“Then the Lord raised up a deliverer for 
them.” 

Then for a season all was well again till 
they again “did evil in the sight of the Lord.” 

In the sixth and seventh chapters of the 
book of Judges we read of one of these peri- 
ods of oppression and one of these periodical 
repentances and the raising up for their de- 
liverance of Gideon the son of Joash of the 
tribe of Manasseh. 

The tale of Gideon’s tests, of the selection 
of his army, of its subsequent reduction, and 
of his final preparation and his victory makes 
interesting reading. 

We are told of their singular weapons and 
of Gideon’s disposition of his forces and it 
is from these our text is taken. 

“And they stood every man in his place 
round about the camp.” 

It is the lessons to be learned from these 
and more especially from the text that we 
propose to examine at this time. 

II. 1st. God has a work for every soul to 
do. Not one can plead his own littleness or 
insignificance. 

The private in the ranks is as essential as 
the general in command. 

24. “Every man.” Unity is essential 
If the soldiers in the ranks in any army were 
to undertake to act independently without 
concert each on his own plan the result will 
be disastrous in the extreme. 

3d. All are needed. When the battle 
opens there must be no absentees or shirkers. 

4th. “In his place.” No man can do an- 
other’s work. If President Wilson came to do 
my work here he would fail just as I should 
fail if I were to undertake to do his work 
and for the same reason in each case. We 
would both of us be out of our place and out 
of God’s plan for us. 

Ill. We want to succeed in our coming 
revival effort. If so our plea must be for a 
united, consecrated effort, a heaven-guided 
Spirit-filled life and a willing, yielding up for 
the common good of our differences of opin- 
ion. 

There must be no scrapping, scratching, or 
clawing to get our own way, but a combined, 
harmonious shaping of our efforts toward. a 
common purpose, the salvation of the souls 
around us for whom the Master shed His 
blood. 

Will we be workers or will we be shirkers? 
Then we shall win. . 

Will we be workers or will we be shirkers? 
If the former, God will help us and we shall 
guin the victory. If the latter, we shall go 
down to an ignominious and deserved defeat. 

God help us to be true, for Jesus expects 
every mam to do his duty.

* LIBERTITIS 


Much has been said here of late in the 
columns of THE HERALD concerning the ques- 
tion What Is the Matter With the Church? 
Various answers have been given and vari- 
ous opinions expressed by the writers, but 
no panacea has been found in the midst of 
jangling voices to give restful conclusion. 
The ailment still exists and persists despite 
the varied diagnosis. When we say Church, 
we mean the Christian denomination in par- 
ticular, and not the Church in general. It 
will not ease the situation just here to side- 
track our intention and say that all denomi- 
nations are more or less afflicted with some 
disease and thus attempt to condone our own 
malady. Moreover, it is well to be hopeful 
while there is life in some degree remaining, 
but just because there is a spark of life it is 
not sufficient to dispel the disease eating out 
the vitals. 

In discussing this question we are not 
“looking at a black cat in a dark cellar on 
a cloudy day,” nor are we short-sighted in 
our vision. We are fully aware of the per- 
spective as well as the horizon. We include 
in our view the Church east and west, north 
and south. What is more, we do not intend 
to go over lost ground with comparative 
statistics and attempt to prove some aston- 
ishing statement, nor to deal with some finan- 
cial fumblings of the past, nor address our- 
selves to any material conditions obtained 
pro and con of the past or present, but if 
possible, to strike at the disease in its own 
territory, which is now slowly eating up our 
strength as a power for God in His kingdom. 
That disease, brethren, has nothing to do 
with merely exterior conditions (for we do 
net wish to confuse methods with matter 
just now), nor will figures necessarily reveal 
it. The disease, in short. is discerned to be 
a spiritual one and like a dry rot, is spread- 
ing itself through our vitals, both nullifying 
and defying denominational powers of ag- 
gressiveness in spiritual things. It is a con- 
sequence which inevitably follows certain 
causes, or in scriptural phrase, we are reap- 
ing what we have sown in the spiritual 
realm. 

Our boasted liberties have acted as a sort 
of boomerang. There was a time when we 
fought for not only gospel liberty, but also 
personal liberty in the application and 
preaching of the gospel. We contended both 
on the platform and in the pulpit for indi- 
vidual liberty in matters of faith until we 
developed what may be called a forensic type 
of religion. Now that the necessity for such 
contention is past in the light of present-day 
conceptions of truth, we have lost our unity 
of appeal, and we behold what once was a 
uniting force now rapidly becoming a dis- 
integrating force. When we stood alone in 
our plea for unrestricted individual liberty 
we were of necessity a unit, but now that 
such an appeal begets the question so far 
sas the denomination is concerned, we find 
unrestricted individual liberty seized upon 
by ministers and exercised in defending doc- 
trines entirely out of harmony with evan- 
gelical standards of faith. Nor can we say 
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them nay, as long as they express themselves 
conscientiously in their views, for they are 
but enjoying their rights in the principle of 
individual liberty. Here we begin to see the 
signs of the spiritual disease which has 
fastened itself upon our vitals. 

For illustration, one minister declares him- 
self in sympathy with the conclusions of 
modern scholarship and preaches a “recon- 
structed” Christ. True, he is a great teach- 
er and his spirit fills the world, but his 
Christ is a boneless, fleshless, immaterial 
ghost—a product of modern vaporings of 
theological ‘“dead-houses”--erstwhile schools. 
Such a Christ of course did not give himself 
as a sacrificial offering for our sins, but died 
a martyred hero, which act has merely a 
moral effect on us in our sins. .We ordain 
such a preacher and give him the liberty of 
our pulpits. It is small wonder when an 
ordinary preacher becomes the successor of 
such a man with straight gospel truth that 
he finds “hard going” and chilly responses 
to his efforts. He may try prayerfully to 
reconstruct the sodden faith of the church 
and he may succeed after a time, but too 
often he leaves the dregs with a sadder but 
wiser heart. Another preacher establishes 
himself in one of our churches and exercises 
his liberty to preach the final salvation of 
every soul. God is merciful and too good to 
condemn poor souls to hell eternally. It 
is repulsive and too inconsistent with God’s 
love to teach such a doctrine of damnation. 
In fact, God is under obligation to save us 
one and all by the merit of Christ who gave 
Himself for us. This preacher spreads him- 
self out over his right of individual interpre- 
tation and we dare not say him nay. But 
when this church secures a new pastor who 
has been recently converted to the “holiness” 
doctrine of the second definite work of grace, 
we find almost a pitiable outcome as the re- 
sult of his fervid doctrines. The people 
either cease going to church or take sides in 
a never-ending controversy which sadly de- 
Pletes the effectiveness of the church. 

Another case in hand where a church has 
for its pastor a highly-educated man who 
delves in the archives of philosophy and 
ethics. In his preaching he reasons with the 
people and finally leads them to dispense 
with the ordinance of baptism. Another pas- 
tor follows later with preconceived notions 
concerning the habit of Christians celebrat- 
ing the Lord’s Supper. It is his belief that 
such a practice is unnecessary to faith and 
with apparently plausible arguments induces 
the church to lay aside the observance. Still 
another pastor follows, who preaches the 
“flowers of rhetoric and literature” with oc- 
easional reference to Bible truth. Man is 
supreme and should rise in majestic asser- 
tion of God-given powers. The Holy Spirit 
is ignored as a vague impersonal influence 
and the Bible is inspired only as other books 
are inspired. Can any one imagine the effect 
of such ministeries upon a church? Can any 
one, in fact, point out where the church has 
been. built up and made a spiritual strong- 
hold in the community by the preaching of 
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such poison of natural infidelity? But car 
we not see on the other hand that this 
church, shorn of Bible strength by the toler- 
ation of error and free-lance preaching, is 
“gathering to its own doom?” Then we set 
up a cry that this church must be saved to 
the denomination. The tattered and dying 
flock must be gathered again into the fold 
by some brother who is willing to be the 
“goat” in a heart-breaking task, and. per- 
chance, be regarded a failure if he fails to 
readjust the church and bring it into work- 
ing order, while at the same time those who 
hunger for spiritual food have long ago 
wandered off to other pastures. In other 
words, this is the disease at work in our own 
denomination. These brethren mentioned 
preached their apparent convictions, which 
are allowable under the principle of individ- 
ual liberty. There is no recognized standard 
of faith to go by—every man must construct 
his own theology for himself—and the devil 
take the hindmost. His gospel is peculiar 
to himself and the next fellow must necessar- 
ily readjust, if possible, the church to his 
ministry. Without question, he can cultivate 
the noxious weeds of Universalism upon good 
Christian soil, or, little by little, he may in- 
sinuate the deadening influences of Unitar- 
ianism fraught with repudiation and skep- 
ticism. The pendulum swings to the other 
side and here is a man who launches fortlr 
tirades against the common conceptions of 
religion and rides some doctrinal hobby ad 
infinitum, having a glorious time making 
over the church to suit his pattern, notwith- 
standing the factions generated in the opera- 
tion. Woe unto the brother who is called 
to follow sucha pastorate! The disease is 
working and its name seems to be “boom- 
erang,” and better, LIBERTITIS. 

Here is a church that has endured the 
pastorate of a man who insists on “missions’” 
at every turn. He is full of it in Sunday- 
school, during the morning sermon, and is 
“fuller” at night, and slops over at the 
prayer-meeting hour during the week. His. 
conversations lead only to one thing, and 
that is missions. In nearly every call he finds. 
something to remind him of missions. He 
writes articles that seethe and teem with 
missions. His baccalaureate address is sat- 
urated with missions and even the memorial, 
Sermon enlarges upon the all-engaging topic. 
At the same time his people are not prepar- 
ed educationally or otherwise to stand for 
such diet for very long and the disease 
begins its deterious work. No doubt if dis- 
cretion had tinctured the zeal of his pastor- 
ate he might have succeeded in establishing 
a healthy missionary spirit in the congrega- 
tion—-but the plaster method sometimes falls 
short of success. 

There comes to mind another church with 
a succession of pastors. First, there are 
forensic victories over sectarianism and the 
people live in a new light which is nourish- 
ing and invigorating for a time, but alas, 
such glory is not lasting. Later, a pastor 
with a zeal for some particular New Testa- 
ment doctrine, introduces feet-washing, and, 
another with fiery enthusiasm for demonstra- 
tion of spirit makes the people clap their 
hands, stamp their feet, and shout for glory, 
convincing the faithful that therein blooms 
the flower of genuine religion. Still another 
who decries the unequal struggle of human- 
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ity in the present system of government, is 
all aflame for social adjustment and advo- 
cates a social gospel, a social Christ, and a 
social heaven on earth. The disease grips 
the church and it pines away wondering 
where the trouble lies. 


Church after church has its story to tell 
of the use and abuse of the principle of 
“personal liberty” in religious affairs by the 
“free lances” ordained and recognized by our 
conferences. Pastor after pastor has his 
tale to tell of the varied experiences realized 
in his efforts to bring order out of chaos and 
adjust the church to more stable methods. 
He has met with all shades of religious doc- 
trines in the churches. Doctrines that defy: 
doctrines that deny; doctrines that tolerate 
no interference; doctrines that are abortive, 
that are top-heavy, explosive, sane, and in- 
sane. Verily their name is legion that arise 
from the exercise of much-abused individual 
liberty. Now, shall we consider this an at- 
tack on a dearly-bought, much-beloved prin- 
ciple? Yes, on its abuse, but not on its 
proper use, for we believe this principle has 
evangelical laws to safeguard it—and they 
ought to be applicd. Here is our SORE 
SPOT and the seat of debilitating disease—- 
“libertitis.” As one has well said, “we have 
made too much of our liberty and too little 
of our religion,” which is dishonoring to the 
Holy Spirit, who infallibly gave us the Word 
to preach to a dying world. 


We, as a denomination, stand on the 
threshold of a spiritual crisis. “Libertitis” 
has blinded our eyes to our weakness and 
strewn our pathway with whitening bones of 
theological skeletons. We hesitate to use 
boldness of statement with reference to in- 
dividual privilege because it may precipitate 
an avalanche of criticism. Nevertheless, we 
feel moved to say that it is not reconstruc- 
tion we need so much as reformation. The 
straggling lines of our army need reforming 
into a close phalanx that will step with the 
militant music of the gospel and march 
under a standard of faith of which none need 
be ashamed. We do need a standard of 
faith; a standard of work and methods in 
all departments to obviate the present loose 
way of doing business for the Lord. 


We believe this can be done without sur- 
rendering our conscience in the matter of 
personal responsibility to God, for it is pa- 
tent to all we are getting nowhere with an 
authority robbed of its power to execute—a 
rope of sand, and a principle that in the last 
analysis, permits its own destruction. God 
cannot bless confusion but abundantly blesses 
order—the order that honors Himself, His 
Christ, the blessed Holy Spirit, and His 
Word. Such an order free from “hobbies” 
and tangential doctrines preached in every 
church by every pastor, backed up by a gen- 
eral system of work would eradicate the 
“every-fellow-for-himself’ mode and create 
an institution with which God Himself can 
consistently work. No longer need a pastor 
labor and devise to undo former errors and 
expend his energies readjusting a church 
that ought already to be a power to build 
up and save souls. The Commission on Or- 
ganization, or some special council, recog- 
nizing the urgency of the situation, ought 
to prepare a standard of Bible faith and a 
standard of church work for submission to 
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our coming Convention. It’s simply a matter 
of self-preservation in the midst of a desert 
filled with false prophets, “mush-room” re- 
ligions, and vain deceits. May God direct us.

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THE LIFE OF FAITH 


Physical life is an uninterrupted repeti- 
tion of the act of breathing. There is the 
first breath. This is followed by another 
and another and the process continues as 
long as life exists. Breathing may be said 
to be the necessary manifestation and func- 
tion of life. He who lives breathes. He 
who breathes lives. He who breathes and 
lives will continue to breathe as long as he 
lives. 


Christian life begins with faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, according to the assurance: 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved.” The one who thus turns 
to Christ in this initial act of faith is saved. 
It is the covenant of God that he is and 
shall be saved. But he shows that he is 
saved by continued acts of faith. His first 
acceptance of Christ is followed by another 
and another and this continues all through 
the eternal life, which never ends. 

A Christian does not look back upon his 
first act of faith and feel assured that he 
is saved because he once believed. If he 
believed then he has kept on believing and 
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is believing now, and because he believes 
he knows he has Christian life, and because 
he has Christian life he knows that he is 
believing, continuously and constantly, im 
Jesus Christ as his Lord and Savior. 

Thus faith is the very attitude of the 
life. It is the law of the being. It is 
repeated uninterruptedly. Anything else is 
practically impossible, as it is practically 
impossible for one who is alive to stop 
breathing as long as he lives. The proof 
that one is a Christian is not so much in 
the fact that he at one time began to be 
a Christian by believing, as that he is be- 
lieving to-day, as he has been ever since 
he began. Life is continuous. It does not 
simply have the history of the birth, but it 
has had, all along, as it has to-day, the 
experience of being alive. Christian life is 
the attitude of faith in Jesus Christ at alt 
times and everywhere. 

So repentance is not simply an isolated 
act of turning away from sin at one his- 
torical moment in the beginning of Christian. 
life. The attitude assumed toward sin at 
that moment is maintained all through life 
so that the Christian is repelling, antago- 
nizing, negativing sin at every step and 
moment. The Christian, then, is not. ore 
simply who repented of his sin, but one who 


: has kept on repenting in a continuous series 


of acts, so that his whole life is one that 
is turned away from, and having no part 
in, sin. He has a set and bent to his being 
that is antagonistic to the conditions of sin. 

The old doctrine of ‘the Perseverance of 
the Saints, sometimes known as the Preser- 
vation of the Saints, founded, as it is, on 
the plain teachings of the Word of God, 
emphasizes these very truths. The Christian 
is one who is spiritually alive. He breathes 
continuously. He knows he is alive, and 
others know him to be alive, not because he 
has a birth certificate, but because the 
breathing goes on without interruption. He 
lives more and more unto God and he dies 
more and more unto sin as the days go by. 
The life of Christ animates him. The life 
that he lives is by faith in the Son of God.— 
Herald and Presbyter.

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PREPARED TO MEET GOD 








By REV. C. H. SPURGEON 


Therefore thus will I do unto thee, O Israel: 
and because I will do this unto thee, prepare to 
meet thy God, O Israel—Amos 4: 

There is a peculiar solemnity about the 
language of our text, because, albeit that 
the whole of Scripture is the Word of God, 
yet very much of it is given to us by the 
prophets, apostles, and other inspired 
writers. But, here, it is God Himself who 
is speaking, and out of heaven he addresses 
His erring people, and says to them, “Be- 
cause I will do this unto thee, prepare to 
meet thy God, O Israel.” If ever every 
mortal ear should be earnestly attentive, it 
iis when God’s voice is heard. Shall not the 
creature listen to its Creator? Shall not 
man give heed to the voice of the God of 
the whole earth? O Lord, give to us the hear- 
ing ear, and let not Thy words merely reach 
our ears, but may the inward meaning of 
them penetrate our souls, through the effec- 
tual working of Thine almighty Spirit! 

I am going to use the closing words of the 
text—“Prepare to meet thy God, O Israel,” 
as an address to all who are now present. 

You have come hither, but for what pur- 
‘pose have you come? If you have come 
rightly, you have come to meet your God. 
‘The Israelites often came together to bow 
-down before their graven images, or profess- 
ing to worship God with rites of their own 
inventing. They forgot that all true wor- 
ship must be spiritual; and, though they 
did not, and could not, meet with God in 
such a way as that, yet they went back to 
their homes perfectly satisfied with what 
they had done. They had performed the 
external rites of their religion; they had 
gone through all its ceremonies correctly, 
and they were content. But now God calls 
upon them to prepare to meet Him—no long- 
er to be satisfied with the visible and the 
external, but to get to the invisible and the 
eternal; and that is the call of God to every 
one who is now present here. 

“What went ye out for to see?” What 
came ye here to hear? Too many attend 
even the house of God with the notion of 
merely going to listen to the preacher. He 
is a thoughtful man, profound, philosophic ; or 
he is an eloquent man, oratorical and fluent. 
Is it for this reason that ye go to your 
churches and your chapels, simply to be 
charmed by the voice of man? If so, let me 
remind you that God abhorreth this mockery 
of worship. As for myself, I have long ago 
despised the tricks of oratory and the gaudy 
displays of eloquence, and would sooner be 
dumb than merely speak so as to exhibit 
my own powers. If ye have come here 
aright, ye have come that God may meet 
with you and that you may meet with God, 
that your consciences may be aroused, and 
that the truth may enter your hearts; but, 
© my hearers, have you come with any such 
design? Oh, if we always went up to the 
assemblies of God’s people with prepared 
hearts, we should not go there in vain. If 
sinners came up to hear the gospel with 
their hearts breaking all the way, and crying, 
from their very souls, “Oh, that we might 
find Christ!”—if they came up with earnest, 


believing prayer—if they gathered together 
with a sacred expectation of blessing—what 
meetings there would be between God and 
them! There would be for them no more 
wasted Sabbaths, no more sham profession, 
no more formal religion without any effect 
upon the conscience and the life. Then 
would our solemn services be streams of 
blessing; water would again leap out of the 
rock, and the thristy congregation would be 
indeed refreshed. O God, wilt thou not 
touch men’s hearts so that, when they gather 
together in Thy house, they will come pre- 
pared to meet Thee there, and to worship 
Thee in spirit and in truth. 


A second application of the text which J 
shall make, without insisting upon its being 
the one designed, is this; it may be looked 
upon as an address to God’s own people. 

Sometimes, the Lord’s people get out of the 
way of communion and fellowship with Him. 
It was so with Israel in the day of Amos, yet 
the Lord here avows Himself to be their God 
still, for He says, “Prepare to meet thy God, 
O Israel.” As for you, who are His people, 
He is still your God; and though you may 
have fallen intoa cold conditior: of heart, and 
are walking now in darkness, and seeing no 
light, yet He calls to you to meet Him, for 
He desires to have your company. He has 
been chastening you, again and again, because 
you would not walk near to him, and he is 
prepared to chasten you yet more; but He 
will stay His hand if you will now come near 
to Him. Remember what Eliphaz said to 
Job, and obey the injunction. “Acquaint now 
thyself with Him, and be at peace: thereby 
good shall come unto thee.” Child of God, 
permit me to point to thee with my finger, 
and say to thee, “Prepare to meet thy God.” 
Were not those blessed times when the sound 
of his feet made music in thine ears? Hast 
thou forgotten the Hermonites and the hill 
Mizar where the Lord appeared unto thee, 
and said, “I have loved thee with an ever- 
lasting love, therefore with lovingkindness 
have I drawn thee?” Oh, blessed were those 
days when we retired to a private corner, and 
communed with God. Hallowed was that 
study, that kitchen, that bed-room, that hay- 
loft, or that ditch under the hedge, where we 
were accustomed to meet with the Beloved of 
our souls, and to talk with Him as one talk- 
eth with his friends. We have had many 
blessed occasions when heaven’s gate has 
seemed to be set wide open; and if we did 
not pass right through, yet ve did sit down 
as upon the doorstep of glory, and Jesus un- 
bosomed Himself to us, and we poured out 
our heart before Him. There have been 
times when we have received those kisses of 
His lips of which we love to speak even now 
when the company is select; and there have 
been love-tokens between our soul and our 
Savior which have made us feel that, wheth- 
er in the body or out of the body, we could 
hardly tell; God only knew. Then, by all 
your sweet recollections of the past, come, ye 
children of the living God, and prepare to 
meet Him again now. 

If you ask, “What shall we do in order to 
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get ready to meet Him?” I answer—Cast 
out the idols from your hearts; let them all 
go; love no one else and nothing else as you 
love Him, but give Him your whole body, 
soul, and spirit. Humble yourself before 
Him at the very thought that you should 
ever have wandered away from Him, and 
played the wanton towards your Best-beloved. 
Come also, with a firm reliance upon His un- 
changing mercy, believing that, though you 
have often forsaken Him, He has never for- 
saken you. Believe in that gracious declara- 
tion of His which says, “I have blotted out, 
as a thick cloud, thy transgressions, and as a 
cloud, thy sins; return unto me! for I have 
redeemed thee.” Look again to the precious 
blood of Jesus which is the only way of ac- 
cess to the Father, and come besprinkled 
with it even now. 

Now, coming to my principal object on this 
occasion, I want to take the text, and use it 
as a message to the unconverted. O Spirit 
of God, apply it to them with thine almighty 
power. 

I think the text may be applied to the un- 
saved in three ways; first, as a challenge: 
“Prepare to meet thy God;” secondly, as 
an invitation: “Prepare to meet thy God;” 
and, thirdly, as a summons—and it will, one 
day, come ir: that form to every one of us: 
“Prepare to meet thy God.” 

There are three things you may try to do, 
and I will ask you whether you are prepared 
to meet God in reference to them. The first 
will be, to justify yourself for remaining His 
enemy. Are you prepared to do that? When the 
Lord God says to you, “I created you, I have 
kept you in being. I have fed you, and cared 
for you until now, why have you not obeyed 
me?”’—when the Lord Jesus Christ says to 
you, “I loved sinners so much that I died for 
them; why will you not believe in me?’”— 
and when the Spirit of God says, “I strove 
with men; why did you resist me?’—what 
answer will you give? Will you be able to 
make it clear that you were perfectly justi- 
fied in choosing the pleasures of this world 
rather than yield obedience to God? 

Or, secondly, do you expect to be able to 
resist Him? Come, ye brave men, gird on 
your armor, and come out to battle against 
the Lord God Almighty! Better let the 
thorns contend against the fire which licks 
them up with its flaming tongue, better let 
the wax contend against the furnace heat 
which makes it run like water, than let the 
sinner try to contend against the omnipotent 
God. His faintest breath would suffice to 
scatter the ungodly, and drive them like 
chaff before the wind. Can ye stand up 
against the Most High, O ye that despise 
and forget Him? Did Pharaoh triumph over 
Jehovah at the Red Sea? Did Sennacherib 
overthrow the God of Israel on that dreadful 
night when his vast host was cast into a 
deep sleep from which there was no awaken- 
ing? No, and you cannot successfully stand 
up against God; but if you mean to fight 
with Him, count the cost, understand what 
it means, and so prepare to meet your God. 

There is a third course open to you, and 
that is, are you able to endure what He 
can lay upon you? [ have read of a prisoner 
insulting the judge by whom he has been 
sentenced, and telling him that the punish- 
ment he had awarded was a mere trifle. Can 
you say this to God? O unconverted men, 
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will you be able to endure the terror of His 
ire in that day when He comes forth against 
you? Oh, no! the very joints of your body 
shall be loosed in that day, your hair shall 
stand erect with horror, that bold spirit of 
yours shall despair, and all the bravado with 
which you said, “There is no God,” shall 
have departed from you, and you will crouch, 
and tremble, and weep, and wail in His 
presence. You say to-day, “There is no 
hell;” but you will not say that when you 
get there. You defy God to-day, but you will 
not defy Him in the day when He reveals 
Himself to you; for, then, you will cry to 
the mountains to fall upon you to hide you 
from His angry face. O sirs, the challenge 
of the living God is just this—if you will 
not yield to Him, be prepared to fight the 
quarrel out with Him. If you will not sub- 
mit to His mercy, if you cannot justify your- 
selves for your wrong doing, then take up 
your arms, and contend with Him, or harden 
yourselves like adamant, and prepare to en- 
dure the fierceness of His wrath. But neith- 
er of these things can you do, so let that 
terrible challenge bring you to your knees, 
and cause you to— 


“Seek His grace, 
Whose wrath ye cannot bear.” 


So, in the second place, I will use the text 
as an invitation, and the note at once 
changes from the thunders of Sinai to the 
still small voice of Calvary: “Prepare to 
meet your God.” Have you heard these tid- 
ings, ungodly men? God is coming out 
against you, armed with His dreadful two- 
edged sword—that very sword of infinite 
justice with which He smote His only-be- 
gotten Son in that day when He stood as 
the Substitute for sinners. What can you 
do? Will you run away from Him? To 
whom, or whither can you run? The utmost 
ends of the earth are in His hands. Should 
you fly to the far-distant seas, He will arrest 
you there; should you plunge into the thick- 
est shades of darkness, His eye will still 
behold you. 

God is coming forth to meet you, and there 
is no way for you to escape from him. Will 
you stay where you are? Then He will 
soon overtake you; and when He does then 
shall come your terrible end. Your wisdom 
is to give heed to the advice of the text, 
and go to meet Him. You cannot escape if 
you remain where you are, so go to meet 
Him. “How?” say you. Well, go to meet 
Him thus: with humble confessions and peti- 
tions on your lips, and with ropes on your 
necks, adjudging yourselves worthy of death, 
and yielding yourselves up entirely into the 
Lord’s hands, confessing that you deserve 
any punishment that He pleases to put upon 
you. It is thus that a rebellious subject 
should meet his King—confessing guilt, 
praying for mercy, pleading for forgiveness, 
asking for grace. Thus David met his God. 
Read the fifty-first Psalm, note how he pray- 
ed, and go thou, and do likewise. You must 
go also with repentance in your hearts. The 
sins you have loved in the past must be 
hated and forsaken. You must go to God 
abhorring yourselves, and making a full sur- 
render of your souls to Him. Yield your- 
selves thus to Him, and do it at once, seeing 
that, since you have rebelled against Him, 
His justice can seize you at any moment, 
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and execute upon you His hot displeasure. 

But let me tell you that you have a stern 
task before you if you are to prepare your- 
selves in this fashion to meet your God—a 
task which you will find impossible to per- 
form in your own strength. Our rebellious 
heart will not readily yield; our stubborn 
spirit will not easily bow; our pride will not 
let us confess our sin; the dumb evil within 
us will not permit us to pray. I will tell 
you what to do. Go to God, just as you are, 
in the Mediator’s name. 

“Where shall I go to meet God?” asks one. 
Well, meet Him just where you are. Trust 
Jesus, and yield yourself to God, and the 
great transaction is done; or get into some 
quiet corner, and pour out your grief before 
the Lord, and ask Him, for Jesus’ sake, 
to meet with you, that you may be reconciled 
to Him through the death of His Son. 

And, lastly, if the invitation of this text 
be not accepted, it will soon be heard as a 
summons. I am not the officer to bring the 
summons to you, I have no authority to do 
that: I am sent to invite you to meet your 
God, and I have done that; but there will 
come a day, my friends, when the author- 
ized officer will deliver this message to you, 
“Prepare to meet your God.” You will be 
sitting at the work-table, young woman, and 
you will feel a strange pain in your side, 
and you will ask yourself, “What is this?’ 
It will be a message saying to thee, “Get 
thee home to thy bed, for, thus saith the 
Lord, from that bed thou shalt come down 
no more till thou are carried down in thy 
coffin. ‘Prepare to meet thy God’.” That 
message will come to you also, my aged 
friend, before very long. You have almost 
completed the full period of your life; and, 
very soon, you must retire to your room, 
and sit still, and wait, for you also must 
prepare to meet your God. This summons 
may come to me as I stand here, or to you 
as you sit there; it may come to the strong- 
est young man or young woman amongst 
us. FEven while we are at this service, the 
dart of death may reach any one of us. 

But if you have not been absolved by the 
blood of Jesus, how can you stand there? 
The very light of His countenance would 
scare you into abject terror; and, if His face 
alarms you, what will His voice do when 
He says, “Depart, ye cursed?’ And what 
will His hand do when He grasps His rod 
of iron, and breaks you in pieces like a 
potter’s vessel? Beware, ye that forget God, 
lest ye loiter, and linger, and procrastinate, 
until that last trumpet summons sounds, 
“Prepare to meet your God.” May He graci- 
ously grant that you may be prepared now, 
instead of standing unprepared in that dread 
day! 


“Ye sinners, seek His grace, 
Whose wrath ye cannot bear; 

Fly to the shelter of His cross, 
And find salvation there.” 


Crouch at His feet; bow down before those 
dear feet that were nailed to the cross. Look 
up to the hands that still bear the nail- 
prints. Gaze upon the face that once was 
stained with spittle, but now shines beyond 
the light of the sun. Look upward to that 
brow which once was crowned with thorns. 
Hide yourself in that cleft in His side where 
the spear-thrust made an. open way to the 


heart of Jesus. In a sentence, rest in His 
atoning sacrifice, for there is nothing else 
in which you can rest. May the Lord enable 
you to do so, for Jesus’ sake. Amen!

Across the 
fields breathes a gentle wind, bowing all 
flowers in welcome. The little birds are sing- 
ing good tidings, it is springtime. Flowers 
and birds and children and songs of gladness 
belong to this season of joy. The one note 
that sounds through all its utterances is 
the note of life. Spring bursts upon the 
world with all its glory of fresh and frag- 
rant life, beauty is on every side, but it is 
not the beauty of cold marble, but the beauty 
of motion. What a holy thing it is, this 
nature-love, what a pure, sweet religious 
thing! You cannot put it into a creed, or 
even into a psalm, but it lifts you somehow, 
until you feel that you are very near to God, 
and near to that which gives joy to the 
immortal beings. 

I believe we shall never know, unless it 
is revealed to us in the other life, how much 
the birds, the innocent, pure singers of the 
air, have done to lift humanity above its 
baser instincts, and make men to be called 
the sons of God. J. Brierley tells us that 
“the gladness of Jesus at the Galilean spring- 
time, His rapture at the song of the birds, 
and the beauty of the flowers are to us a 
religious revelation, just as much as are His 
most solemn words concerning sin, sorrow, 
and death, for they are His reading of life. 
Clouds are here for Him and for us, but 
they do not stop the shining of the sun. The 
laughter of the universe is the reflex of God’s 
joy, which He would share with us.” 

The voice of spring has something to say 
to all of us, but let her speak first to the 
aged Christian. To such her voice is full 
of gentleness, love, encouragement, and joy. 
To those who have not your hope, she cannot 
use such words. It must be saddening to 
all old people, devoid of hope, whose feeble 
steps are hastening to the grave, to look upon 


the evidences of spring, to think that in a 
few short years, it may be months, she will 
spread her charms in vain for them. Such 
may, referring to themselves, say truly, 


“The light of other days is faded, 
And all their glories past, 

The heart sees no renewing, 

The light of other days.” 


Old age, without Christ, is inexpressibly 
sad. Thank God, that while life is in you, 
you may yet turn to Him and live. The 
Christian can say in the midst of his in- 
firmities, though the outer man decay, “the 
inward man is renewed day by day,” and 
though “the earthly house of this tabernacle 
were dissolved, I have a building of God, 
a house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens.” 

Though your eye be not so bright as once 
it was, you shall look upon the uncreated 
glories of the Son of God. And though your 
mind is not so vigorous as in the days that 
are passed, it shall never be so weakened as 
to loose its hold of Him, whose smile is life. 
And though this bright and beautiful world 
must fade away, yet there is another and a 
better which faith eyes in the distance. 


“There everlasting spring abides, 
And never-withering flowers, 

Death like a narrow stream divides, 
This heavenly land from ours.” 


And in that land of eternal sunshine, we 
shall meet those we loved, who loved the 
Savior when on earth. And as we sit within 
our pews this morning and meditate, our 
testimony shall be: 


“For my soul is held in silence, 
A rapture great and dumb, 
For the mystery that lingered, 

And the glory that is to come.” 


Then, springtime speaks to the young 
Christian. You have professed that the 
winter of an unregenerate condition has 
passed away, that Christ, the Sun of Right- 
eousness, has risen upon you, with healing 
in His wings. You have been transplanted 
by the grace of God, from the barren soil 
of worldliness and self, into the fruitful 
soil of truth. You belong to His Church, 
you are among those trees which God’s right 
hand has planted, that the dew of the divine 
influence, having descended upon you, the 
green buds of faith, hope, and love appear 
upon you. 

Use thy youth as the springtime, wherein 
thou oughtest to plant and sow all provis- 
ions for a long and happy life—wWalter 
Raleigh. 

Be careful of the blighting influence of 
the cold winds of worldly pride, idle con- 
versation; beware of those inward corrup- 
tions which war against the soul. Keep 
watch for the weeds of your evil tendencies 
and by God’s grace cast them out. Work, 
while it is yet the springtime of your soul, 
and often by faith and prayer turn the roots 
of these evil things to the sun of righteous- 
ness, that their strength may be withered 
away, and their deadly influence be stayed. 

The spring to you, young Christian, should 
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be a time of hope, for look around and see 
what the Lord hath done and, remembering 
what He is in nature, what He is in grace, 
what large expectations yqu should cherish. 
If He can thus clothe the universe with such 
beauty, can He not so care for your immortal 
soul. But while the spring to you should 
be a time of hope, it should also be a time 
of work. 

“There are opportunities now within your 
reach, which may never return, and if you 
have them not, strive to make them.. Rise 
early in the morning and like the lark bring 
your morning song of gratitude and praise 
fresh and warm to God, then study His Word 
and afterwards commune with Him in 
prayer. You are to be a witness for God, 
but in order to this, the truth must live in 
you and shine through you. You are “to 
contend earnestly for the faith once deliver- 
ed to the saints,” but in order to this, you 
must apprehend the faith, and to this end 
you must “buy the truth and sell it not,” 
be willing to make any sacrifice to get the 
truth and, possessing it, let it be all and in all 
to you. Emulate the springtime and let the 
daybreak of heaven’s mercy upon you be a 
time of labor, meditation, and prayer. 

Again, springtime speaks to the tried 
Christian. It may be there is now a winter 
in your soul, your joy has departed and the 
hardness and the barrenness of your heart 
plagues you. It seems a long time since 
the dew of heaven fell upon you, and the 
sun of righteousness shone upon your path, 
and with one of old you exclaim, “Who can 
stand before His cold?” 

You look within yourself for the fruits 
and they are not and you are ready to say, 
“My hope hath perished from the Lord.” 
Do not be too hasty in your conclusions, 
it may be that your winter has been sent to 
you in love, to teach you profitable things. 

Let the spring admonish you, as you be- 
hold her starting from the arms of death, the 
trees, though they cast not forth new leaves, 
make root in winter and it may be that the 
suspension for a time of your spiritual joy 
is but intended to root you in humility, to 
kill the weeds of spiritual pride and worldly 
conformity. It may be to teach you your 
dependence upon the Lord, and the impor- 
tance of a life of faith upon His never-failing 
Word. 

Perhaps you will say that there is not 
only a winter within, but storms without. 
Well, it was so with Job for a time, still, 
fear not, if there is but life in the heart 
there will be joy in the life. The winter 
shall give place to the spring, for God hath 
determined it. Hannah Whitall Smith says, 
“You find no difficulty in trusting the Lord 
with the management of the universe and 
the outward creation, and can your case be 
any more complex or difficult than these, that 
you need to be anxious or troubled about 
His management of it?” 

Again, springtime speaks to the lazy Chris- 
tian. She says, “Awake, thou that sleepest, 
and arise from the dead, and Christ shall 
give thee light.” How long shall your soul 
lie in waste? How long will you insult 
God and wound His Church? How long 
shall your pernicious example blight and 
blast the fair garden of God? Why, God 
is active and ever at work. Our Lord went 
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about doing good continually and amid toil 
and labor died. All around you is active, 
every green blade, every opening bud. The 
very birds in the trees cry out shame upon 
sloth and carelessness. Awake, arise, lest 
Christ should say of you, as of the barren 
tree of old, “Cut it down, why cumbereth it 
the ground?” 

Brethren, the winter is gone, sprirg is 
with us. It tells of new life and to the 
sinner it speaks of the new life to be found 








in Christ. Above and beyond all earthly 
wasting and dying, our souls crave the life 
serene and never failing of “heaven’s green 
expansion.” 

Whittier beautifully expresses it: 
“There from the music round about me 

stealing, 

I fain would learn the new and holy song, 
And find at last, beneath the trees of healing, 

The life for which I long.” 

Amen. 


PRIVATE JUDGMENT——— 


A Candid and Earnest Survey of Principles of Christian Church—Analytical 
and Constructive

Because of apparent similarity of the 
Disciples of Christ and the Christians, there 
has throughout the Middle West been a sort 
of dalliance operative which has resulted in 
ho small measure in tincturing many of our 
clergymen and no small per cent. of our laity 
with “Campbellism.” 

These things ought not so to be, and could 
not possibly occur were our people rooted 
and grounded in those things for which the 
Church really exists. 

Much emphasis is placed upon conscience 
as a factor among our ministry in the matter 
of administration of ordinances. 

For instance, many refuse to administer 
‘baptism by any other mode save immersion, 
when they have declared that right according 
to our principles from their pulpits, and 
when the test comes to exemplify their own 
doctrine, there is flat refusal, reinforced 
with the absurd declaration, “My conscience 
refuses to engage in a form in which I do 
not believe, therefore, that which is not of 
faith is sin.” 

The acceptance of a principle is the ac- 
ceptance of all which it implies, otherwise 
nothing save confusion ensues. 

Conscience admits of many definitions, and 
most assuredly is a prime factor in all sin- 
cere religious experience and work. A min- 
ister seeking admission into the Christian 
Church as a herald for Jesus in the procla- 
mation of the gospel most assuredly should 
be in full accord with the basic principles 
of the Church. Then is the time for his con- 
science to serve him well, which it will, if 
he only gives it fair play and ample oppor- 
tunity. If he cannot endorse private judg- 
ment on the part of those who may hearken 
to the gospel call under his preaching, should 
they choose to interpret the rite of Christian 
baptism different from his conception con- 
‘cerning the manner of its administration, he 
has no right to be received into the ranks 
of the ministry. Then and there is 
the time for him to assert his conscien- 
‘tious scruples, thus avoiding humiliation to 
‘himself and the cause, should he be granted 
entrance. 

There is no implication in our principles 
as to which mode of baptism is correct, in 
fact, baptism has nothing whatever to do 
in the matter of fellowship in the Christian 
‘Church. 

Refusal to exemplify our own principles 
has retarded and will retard our growth and 
expansion and rightly it should. 


There are sects that are extremely dog- 
matic, they have elected so to be, and those 
who seek admission among them as min- 
isters of the gospel must of necessity be 
partakers with them of their dogmatism. 

Would any respectable body of religious 
people admit them to the ranks of their minis- 
try and retain them there should they refuse 
to comply with the principle or principles 
which differentiate them from other organ- 
izations? No, such a proposition is unthink- 
able. Each and every minister in the Chris- 
tian Church has perfect right to his own 
private opinion: and conviction as to which 
mode of baptism is to him most preferable, 
but he has, by virtue of having been received 
into the fellowship of the Christian Church, 
waived that right in favor of those who may 
differ from him, and are seeking entrance 
into the Christian Church. 

If a minister has unwittingly become a 
member of a religious organization and later 
discovers he is not in accord with that 
People, the only just and wise and conscien- 
tious thing he can do is to withdraw from 
their fellowship. 

The only wise, just, and conscientious 
thing a religious organization can do is not 
to receive into their fellowship those who 
are not fully in accord with them, for it 
can result in nothing less than a measure of 
confusion, beside subjecting them to criti- 
cism and truthful: declaration of incon- 
sistency. Wisdom should dictate the utter 
impossibility of producing a homogeneous 
mass from heterogeneous particles. 

Cities are vantage-points of strategic in- 
fluence not alone in directing great armies, 
but in projecting great truths. Practically, 
Christians are unknown in great centers of 
population in our own country after one 
century of intense and strenuous work on 
the part of the Church. 

There must be a reason. If it is not the 
result of our own inconsistency in applica- 
tion of principles which we profess to pro- 
mulgate, pray what is the reason, for some 
reason there must be? 

No denomination, no church, can succeed 
as it ought to succeed unless it can secure 
to itself a high grade of intelligence from 
among the rank and file of the people. This 
we cannot do, we never have succeeded in 
doing it, we never will accomplish it until 
the element so markedly making for incon- 
sistency is eliminated. 

Private judgment alone has reference to 
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scriptural interpretation, and not to construc- 
tive legislation so sadly neglected among the 
people called Christians until in the absence 
of law, each is a law unto himself. 


Laws for governing religious bodies are 
not necessarily credal in intent nor character. 
Creeds are dogmatic interpretations of the 
Scriptures. Laws are simply the exempli- 
fication of sound sense and business acumen.

WHY SHOULD WE GO TO CHURCH?

No sane person would care to live in a 
community where there were no churches. 
An infidel lawyer living in a new western 
settlement, advertised for Christian people 
to come to the place to live; for he recognized 
the necessity of that class of settlers if life 
was to be secure and the rights of man re- 
spected. An ignorant skeptic once said that 
he preferred that his children attend Sunday- 
school to spending their time roaming about 
the wharves. : 

But the great reason for finding the church 
necessary is, as Senator Owen of Oklahoma 
says, “Because ‘the way is dark,’” and this 
divine institution is “the polar star” to guide 
us home. 

Because of the excellence and beauty of 
the statement of the senator in regard to his 
reasons for attending church I present it: 


1. I go to church because I find there that 
peace which De Quincey describes as result- 
ing from human labors, a Sabbath of repose, 
a respite granted from the secret burdens of 
the heart, as if I stood at a distance and 
aloof from the uproar of life; as if the tu- 
mult and fever of strife were suspended; as 
if there brooded over me a dovelike and 
haleyon calm. 

2. I go to church because I love the music 
that I hear there, the marvelous symphonies 
of that divine stringed instrument, the hu- 
man voice, untwisting all the chains that tie 
the hidden soul of harmony. 

8. I go to church because “the way is dark 
and I am far from home,” and because the 
church is the polar star to light my pathway 
in the rayless night. 

4. I go to church because the church min- 
isters even to the material needs of life, and 
because it is there that the charities that 
soothe and heal and bless are scattered at 
the feet of man like flowers. 

5. I go to church because I hear the 
teachings of the philosophy of Jesus, the in- 
comparable man; and if you say His teach- 
ing is philosophy and not religion, and that 
He was a man and not a god, then the philos- 
ophy of that man has redeemed the world 
from savagery. 

7. I go to church because there I find con- 
solation and hope; because I see there the 
dawn and not the sunset, and it is better for 
man if the hope is baseless and the vision 
but an elusive phantom to cherish a dream 
so glorious and beautiful than to be weighted 
down and crushed with the quarried moun- 
tains of the world without hope and without 
God. 

Who could give better reasons than the 
above for going to church and who could 
state them in more forceful or elegant dic- 


tion?

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THE LOVE OF CHRIST CONSTRAINETH US

Paul was an intense man. He was both 
brainy and hearty. By nature and by grace 
he was a man of unquenchable fervency. 
What he was, he was with all his might. 
To whatever cause he committed himself, 
he committed himself entirely. His eager 
purpose was never satisfied with timid and 
tentative performances. He would go all 
lengths in obedience to what he regarded as 


his duty. He never paltered with imper- 
atives. Before his conversion he was a 
fanatic. Unreservedly he gave himself to 


the task of stamping out what he then con- 
sidered'to be a heresy. After his Damascus 
Road experience he was still the enthusiast, 
his enthusiasm being interpenetrated with 
wisdom, humility, gentleness, and love. His 
conversion but changed the working direc- 
tion of his zeal. The engine of destruction 
became an engine of construction. The per- 
secutor became a propagandist. 

Like most passionate souls, Paul tells us 
a great deal about his inner self. The story 
of his conversion he tells again and again. 
His knowledge of Christ was not an infer- 
ence, but an experience. His religion was 
an intimate, personal relationship. So he 
used the personal pronoun, I, frequently. No 
religious leader tells us more about his inner 
self than the great apostle. He lay bare his 
soul. He wrote not so much with ink as 
with his heart’s blood. Te tells us the im- 
pulses that stirred him, the motives that im- 
pelled him and the yearnings that possessed 
him. We know not only of his abundant 
labors, his missionary tours, and his ad- 
dresses, but we know of the motions of his 
mind and the emotions of his heart. We 
know the hidings of his powers, the secret 
of his strength, and the mainspring of his 
devotion. He is a man of one great deter- 
mining idea. To ever know more of Christ 
and to ever declare the love of Christ—this 
is the one all-absorbing passion. 


CHRIST’S COMMAND IS FINAL 


Paul tells us of various motives that im- 
pelled him to be an evangelistic missionary 
apostle. He declares that his ideas of jus- 
tice and human brotherhood compel him to 
share what he had received from Christ with 
others. He insists that he is debtor to the 
Greeks and to the barbarians and to the 
bond and to the free, until he has told them 
of the love of God as revealed in Jesus 
Christ. The sky is the roof over one im- 
mense family. The world is one vast neigh- 
borhood. We all belong to God and to each 
other. We are all our brother’s keepers, 
and the God who is so real to us we must 
make real to all others. Paul tells us that 
another motive which energizes him is the 
fact that he is the slave of Christ and under 
orders. Loyalty to his Lord permits no op- 
tion. Go he must, whether he is invited or 
welcomed. Speak he must, whether he is 
ostracized or persecuted. His not to reason 
why, his not to make reply, his but to do, 
and if need be, die. Christ commands us 
to go and disciple all peoples. That imper- 
ative should silence all objections, rebuke 


all hesitancy, and send us on our way with 
expectant hearts, for what He bids us do. 
He will help us do. 

But the highest and deepest incitement 
that urged Paul he describes in the state- 
ment, “The love of Christ constraineth us.” 
That great love laid such a strong, yet 
tender, such an irresistible, yet ennobling 
grasp upon him that he was compelled to 
devote his life to the service of others. That 
great love at once possessed and propelled 
him. It made him anxious about men and 
women and solicitous for their salvation. 
The sins of men pained him. The unbelief 
of men grieved him. The indifference of men 
caused him to suffer. The fact that men 
and women didn’t know his Savior and Lord 
disturbed his content and robbed him of his 
joy. He would be all things unto all men 
that he might by any means save some. He 
would do anything and everything, endure 
any hardship, undergo any privation, and 
suffer unto the very uttermost if only the 
gospel of the grace of God might progress. 
He rejoiced that whippings, shipwrecks, per- 
secutions, perils, hunger, and cold that he 
had experienced had contributed a little to- 
ward the furtherance of the gospel. He did 
forego the joys of a home and a wife that 
he might be free to go anywhere for Christ’s 
sake. If eating meat hindered the growth of 
any undecided soul, he gladly resolves that 
he will eat no meat while the world lasts. 
He loves men. His heart’s desire is their 
salvation. “Remember,” he says to the 
Ephesian elders, “that for the space of three 
years I ceased not to warn every one night 
and day with tears.” Every one—that is a 
phrase often on his lips and pen. He would 
“warn every one,” “teach every one,” and 
“present every one perfect” in Christ. He 
despairs of no man since God’s grace saved 
him. He is burdened for every one. With 
awful solemnity he avows that he is willirg 
to perish if only that sacrifice will avail to 
acquaint men with Christ. That Christ be 
magnified, that men be saved by his life or 
death—that is the passion of Paul's soul. 

That is the evangelistic spirit. Have you 
anything like it in your heart? Do you 
really care for your fellow men? You sing, 
“Jesus Lover of My Soul.” Are you the 
lover of men’s souls? Do you realize that 
one soul outweighs the universe in value? 
Do you know that in every man there is 
something in which God is not only interest- 
ed and in which He takes delight, but some- 
thing which He loves; something which He, 
the divine One, feels drawn to; something 
which His heart goes after; something which 
is unspeakably precious and dear to Him? 
Do you really love men? Believing in love 
as a doctrine is far different from living 
love as a life. A man may be as orthodox 
as Calvin and yet not know what love is. 
Indeed, we may have correct ideas about 
love, and yet not love. 

Let us engage in a brief word study. What 
do we mean by the word love? It is a most 
difficult word to define. To define is to set 
limits; it is to indicate where an idea leaves 


off. But love is not an idea; it is a passion 
that by its nature never comes to an end. 
Definition, too, is akin to analysis, and 
analysis means to take a thought to pieces. 
But you can’t take a spirit or a passion to 
pieces without robbing it of its vitality and 
smothering its life. And love, to be love, 
cannot be a dead thing; it is a live and 
active thing. Then, too, the word is an elas- 
tic word. It may describe many attitudes 
of the heart. One love differs from another 
as diamonds differ in quality and brilliancy. 
The fondness of a youth for a maid is not 
the fine, deep affection of a matured friend- 
ship. The ordinary connotation of the word 
is general kindly feeling. But there is a 
deep love that delights not only in service, 
but in sacrifice. In our Greek New Testa- 
ment two different words are used to de- 
scribe two different degrees of this senti- 
ment. One word means intelligent good- 
will. Jesus used that word in the command, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
The other word means intimate, personal 
affection. Jesus used that finer word in the 
statement, “He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me.” And 
I need not tell you that is the word which 
describes the deeper and fuller and more 
personal affiance that Paul uses in this auto- 
biographical statement that is guiding our 
thought. 


THE MEANING OF LOVE 


What is love? Love is the personal affec- 
tion of a human spirit for a human spirit 
because of what it can do for its betterment 
and unfoldment. Love is the simple but 
superb outreach of one soul toward another 
soul for its own sake. Love is heart-hunger 
to give and to uplift and to bless. Love is 
not an idle sentiment; it is not easy-going 
self-indulgence. It is not the wish to possess 
or the desire to profit in any way by one’s 
friendship with another. The highest love 
always feels that it is more blessed to give 
than to receive. It is grandly unconscious 
of itself. Paul knew love and he wrote love’s 
classic and he said, “Love seeketh not her 
own.” 

We like people. But liking is not loving. 
When we say we like a person, we mean 
that we get a certain amount of satisfaction 
or delight or comfort from being ir his 
company. We like him because he is- 
congenial, because he contributes to our 
joy, because we gain something by his 
acquaintance. Liking has an element of sel- 
fishness it it. Love hasn’t. It is splendidly 
self-regardless. Liking has something of 
“give,” but also something of “hoping to- 
receive” in it. Christ’s love was all give 
and no receive. It was investment without 
thought of dividend. And to love men and 
women with Christly disinterestedness is to 
possess the evangelistic spirit. 

We are interested in people; we wish them 
well. But interest is not love. Interest is 
general; love is particular. Interest may 
be love at its very first beginning, but in- 
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terest is not full and fine and deep and rich 
enough to be called love. 

It is this highest love which is a deep, 
reverent, tender yearning to lift up and en- 
rich another human spirit that Paul and 
Drummond call, “The greatest thing in the 
world.” The finest of all the fine arts, the 
most superb of all talents is this genius for 
loving others. Aye, it is a divine thing. It 
is feeling in our little human hearts toward 
our fellow men as God feels toward them. 
It is having hearts that are duplicates in 
small of the divine heart. It is desiring for 
men what God desires for them. It is main- 
taining His fatherly attitude toward man- 
kind. John says that Jesus defined God as 
love. And the synoptists record the state- 
ment of Jesus that upon the two great love 
commandments, love to God and love to man, 
hangs the entire law and all the prophets. 
James describes the love commandment as 
the royal law. Love is the one thing that 
Christ and the New Testament writers lay 
more emphasis upon than upon anything else. 
The core and center of Christianity is Christ. 
And the chief thing about Christ is that 
He is a Lover of men. Heaven has its be- 
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ginnings in us when we begin to love. 
Christ’s kingdom will come just as rapidly 
as people learn to love one another. The 
world is better to-day than it was nineteen 
hundred years ago, because it has absorbed 
some of Christ’s spirit of love and has thus 
warmed the world into betterment. You 
cannot chastise vice into virtue. You cannot 
punish error into truth. You cannot force 
narrowness to be breadth. Society will not 
be Christianized by any kind of coercion. 
But you can by love transform vicious men 
into virtuous men, and narrow men into 
broad men. It is not by might nor by power, 
but by the spirit of love that men are to be 
made righteous. Indeed, love is the one om- 
nipotency upon which God depends to bring 
the world to Himself. True love is redemp- 
tive. It seeks to save; it reaches out to 
rescue; it wooes to win. It is sympathetic, 
serviceable, sacrificial. It is enabling, en- 
riching, ennobling. It sees something of 
value in “filthy men and repellent women. 
It sees great possibilities in publicans and 
sinners. It reads on the soiled fragments of 
humanity the divine handwriting. 


The Fruitfulness of Sacrifice

The one beautiful secret that the disciples 
of the Master had revealed to them was that 
life is enriched by sacrifice. The lesson was. 
not easily learned, and it made heavy calls 
on life. In parable, miracle, discourse, and 
in the common roads of life, this law of the 
kingdom was made clear. It opened new 
buds of promise, and started into life new 
capacities for service. Before the Cross, the 
world’s giants were counted great in the 
ratio of their numbered slaves. Cultured 
homes in Greece, and even the thrones of 
the Cesars, were decorated with the laurels 
of human debasement and the spoils of war 
and captivity. Christ changed the place of 
honor. He lifted givings and gettings. Through 
a new revenue of altruism, He discover- 
ed to man the passion that saves by dying 
and that wins by loss. 

(1) The renunciation in this divine prin- 
ciple of vicarious sacrifice is the crimson 
seal on the charter and commission of the 
Christian religion. Its propaganda gave a 
new grammar and a new geography to mis- 
sions—we must go to all. The early apos- 
tolic churches were missionary and martyr 
churches. It certainly speaks well for the 
heroism and chivalry of the newly-initiated 
Church, that in less than the first seventy 
years of its program most of the territories 
of the Roman Empire, reaching from Baby- 
lon on to Spain, had been touched by the 
feet of those bringing good tidings, and its 
cities and villages mapped out for strategic 
service. At the end of the fourth century 
the whole vast structure of heathenism was 
undermined, and the Roman Empire was 
nominally Christian. This, too, was accom- 
plished in spite of the fact that all the 
administrative power of the throne was 
steadily concentrated upon the extinction of 
the name of Christ; and yet, such swift 
and incredible progress was achieved by its 


relatively weak and disproportionate instru- 
ments. 

Missions were born in the moments when 
the Church had the Cross before ‘its eyes. 
Its vision looked at the outstretched hands 
of Calvary, and hitherto unexplored territor- 
ies became centers of radiating evangelism. 
And so the great commission is being carried 
out. In the frigid zones of destructive crit- 
icism, churches became cold, egotistic, and 
unimpressive. The warmer realms of sacri- 
ficial service saw the Church with a normal, 
healthy circulation. In all seriousness it 
has been dawning upon the leaders of the 
churches in the homelands that Christianity 
can exist only as its life is generative, tran- 
sitional, and communicative. A moving civ- 
ilization with a stationary Church would 
spell out a fatality for both! It is 
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for larger movements. No law is more sound 
or final than that the Church will get out 
of missions more than it puts into them. 
Alike in their insistence on sacrifice and gain, 
the laws of the natural and those of the 
spiritual world bear the impress of the same 
hand. Each field demands its own prepara- 
tion, and yields its own proportioned harvest. 
It reads like a laboratory. When the Church 
gives until she feels virtue going out of her, 
then, like the prodigal, she may be said to 
have come to herself, and will see anew 
that her own elective outgathering is in 
order to a universal ingathering from the 
kingdoms of this world, until it consummates 
in the kingdom of our Lord and of His 
Christ. 

(2) The fruitfulness of sacrifice is the 
seal of the real and vital succession—as 
witness, the heritage of the new missionaries 
in the rich bequests they are heirs to, in 
language, letters, open doors, razed walls 
(and that sometimes done single-handed by 
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some lonely apostle builder with a broken 
shovel). Facts tell. Missions have invested 


_too much in these great mission fields to leave 


the work unequipped, or to call retrench- 
ment at this critical juncture. If crises are 
calls to action, then the whole missionary 
body unitedly and expectantly calls the 
Church to do a new and larger thing in 
missions. Lives as precious as those of 
Morrison, Muirhead, Nevius, David Hill, Dr. 
Young Allen, Joseph Adams—and pioneers 
of the new day in the persons of Dr. Hudson 
Taylor, Dr. Griffin John, and others among 
the sainted women who have lifted China— 
call the churches at home and the workers 
on the field to a heroism worthy of the splen- 
did traditions of the days of the endued, 
erdowed, and empowered apostolic person- 
alities. 

The one insistent note that has rung out, 
clear and impressive in recent convertions 
and missionary gatherings in the Far East 
has been : 


THE CALL TO PRAYER. 


In the minds of many of the workers, too, 
it seemed to be a deepening conviction that 
we, “workers together with Him,” have yet 
tv know what it means to appropriate our 
resources, and to discover anew what avail- 
ability we have in God. Speaking to this 
theme of fervid, sacrificial devotion, and of 
its call to the home churches, as also to the 
missionaries on the field, Fletcher S. Brock- 
man sums up the situation with the vision 
of a prophet of the morning: “A picture 
comes before me to-day. One-half a billion 
of people gathered around the rim of the 
Pacific, people that for centuries have been 
divided from us by walls that are high— 
I see them, the youngest of all peoples on 
the earth; I see them as perhaps to-day the 
most intense and active; I see them in a 
state of flux; I see them with the manacles 
of the past fallen from them, and with the 
breath of the twentieth century upon their 
brows; I see them waiting for the very best 
that the world has for them. If there is a 
heroism to-day, I call you to a war whose 
end is peace. Is there patriotism?—I call 
you to a statesmanship which is laying the 
foundations of God’s kingdom. Is there 
imagination?—I call you to see redeemed 
millions marching into the presence of our 
King. I would rather live in this hour than 
in any hour that the world has ever seen. 
I would rather have a part in this task than 
any task the world has ever known. I 


would rather die in this cause than 
live in any other. I would rather 
walk through it poverty-stricken and 


in want, than in any other to have wealth 
and ease and all the honors that the world 
could bring.”—The Christian.

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IS THE SENSE OF SIN AMONG MEN DIMINISHING? 








That is a question that has been asked 
repeatedly. It is a question that has grown 
out of conditions prevalent among men to- 
day. The tendency to minimize sin is very 
apparent. It is a fact that the sense of sin 
among men to-day is on the decline. There 
are reasons for this state of things. The 
condition is not a sudden manifestation, 
not an abrupt revelation. It has been de- 
veloping slowly but surely for a decade or 
more. One reason why it seems to be grow- 
ing is, that perhaps the leaders of the Chris- 
tian Church have not sufficiently warned the 
people, and have not protested against it 
in as positive a manner as the necessities 
require. Perhaps many persons have con- 
cluded that this wave of superficiality should 
soon spend its force, and pass into oblivion 
as similar fads have fared in the past. But 
we must not overlook the fact, that unbelief 
in the fundamentals is not heralded by in- 
fidels and such as are not identified with the 
Church, but it comes from those who are 
within the Church. This makes it the more 
serious and perilous. 

One need but read some of the works on 
religion, on theology, on modern thought, on 
social service, on education and so forth, 
of recent date, to be convinced that the very 
citadel of the Church is being assailed. And 
these advocates are waxing bolder and bold- 
er, and notwithstanding the fact that an 
effort is being made to undermine the funda- 
mentals of the Church and of the Bible, they 
even venture to challenge the Church to in- 
terfere! But we desire to specify a few 
causes that have contributed to the declining 
sense of sin among men. : 

First, we would designate as a cause the 
changing tone and drift of preaching in 
many of the pulpits of to-day. The rugged 
truths of the gospel are seldom preached. 
The threatenings of the law are very rarely 
presented and but lightly emphasized.. This 
numbs people’s sensibility to sin, and church 
people can indulge in most any kind of in- 
dulgences, that at best are questionable, 
without even a rebuke or kindly remon- 
strance from those who are in authority. 
It is a fact of history that the Episcopal 
Board of a sister Church recommended at 
two general gatherings of that Church the 
elimination of the amusement rule or law 
of the Discipline 9f that Church. 


Fortunately, the majority of delegates at 
both general assemblies voted it down. This 
is but a pointer to indicate the drift of senti- 
ment that is crystallizing very rapidly. We 
deplore it very much, it augurs no good for 
the Christian Church. But such an attitude 
by leaders of an influential Church is very 
significant, if not startling. What shall the 
harvest be of such a clamor in the Church 
of God. and even by leaders, to lower the 
well-approved standard of the Church of 
Christ? Shall a prophet arise to call a halt? 
Dr. Munhall has raised his clarion voice 
and sounded the alarm, declaring that there 
are breakers ahead. Shall his burning mes- 
sage be heeded? We shall see. Laziness in 
conduct on the part of Christians is a great 
menace to the usefulness of the Church, and 
when pulpit and press, leaders of the Church, 


and others, are ready to condone question- 
able practices of the membership of the 
Church, there is danger that Almighty God 
will write Jchabod over the Church—“The 
glory of the Lord has departed.” 

Second, the new theology eraze is a con- 
tributing cause. Before us are several 
treatises on the so-called new theology, the 
writers are advocates of the theory. We 
quote: “We think of man’s state of so-call- 
ed sin; not as one into which he has fallen 
deliberately out of a state of perfection, but 
we conceive of it rather as a state of pres- 
ent non-attainment. We think of man not 
as having fallen into sin, but as rising out 
of sin. In fact, man’s fall was his rise!” 
And this is boasted of as advanced theology! 
Reader, reread that quoted paragraph and 
you may come to the conclusion as we have, 
that such theologians make sin a sort of 
nonentity, or at its worst, it is not as bad 
as God’s Word declares, it is but barely a 
negative quantity—it is “present non-attain- 
ment!” We are told that “the fall into sin 
was not deliberate!” Perhaps man’s will 
was a nonentity, too, or a negative quantity 
when he violated God’s commandment. Such 
stuff is palmed off upon the people as the 
latest product of scholarship! Is it any 
wonder that a keen sense of sin is losing its 
hold upon men? 


Listen and wonder. “From the view-point 
of the new theology, the significant thing 
about man is not that he is lost (God says 
that he is lost), but that he may be found.” 
“Jesus Christ came to seek and to save the 
lost.” Again, “The modern point of view 
thinks of man not as the object of the wrath 
of God, but rather as the child of a loving 
Father.” And yet this loving Father says 
of those who continue in sin, “The wicked 
shall be turned into hell with all the nations 
that forget God.” Who is right, God as He 
speaks to us in His Word in warning, or 
these modern so-called philosophers? In the 
language of another, “Let God be true and 
others be the falsifiers.” This kind of wishy- 
washy theology is championed by prominent 
men, reputed scholars, and even hoodwinked 
at by some churches. It is high time to call 
a halt, such teaching is false, it is untrue, 
in that Christ’s sacrificial death was to re- 
veal God. That is an essential part of it, 
but by no means the whole of it. His sacri- 
ficial death embodied also the revelation of 
the awful demerit of sin, its heinousness, its 
penalty, and the revelation of a remedy for 
sin. We admire balanced scholarship, wheth- 
er it is of the modern type or of the ancient 
type, but when scholarship wants to make 
havoc of God’s authority as expressed in 
His Word, and of some of His attributes, 
then we must and herewith do enter our 
decided protest. This very thing, called but 
misnamed, theology, is one of light, of revela- 
tion, of history past, and of experience. The 
new theology puts personal freedom, reason, 
and philosophy above the authority of God 
and of the Scriptures. 

“If modern scholarship,” we are told, 
“finds statements in the Bible that are in- 
imical to the so-called latest teaching on 
God’s authority,” it is brushed aside and its 


authoritative force invalidated. That is the 
way Robert Ingersoll used to do. The jus- 
tice, righteousness, and holiness of God are 
made to occupy a subordinate position to His 
love and mercy in the arguments of the ad- 
vocates of new theology. Further, they tell 
us, “That the supreme purpose of the most 
fruitful sources to-day is of easing man’s con- 
science while indulging in sin.” 

The new theology is drifting rapidly to- 
ward threatening breakers. We believe in 
the old orthodox Bible, and we believe that 
its fundamental truths are as unchangeable 
as the being, character, and throne of God. 
And we believe that there are a majority in 
the ministry and laity in all our denomina- 
tional churches to stem this tide of unbib- 
lical and harmful theology that is presumptu- 
ous enough to even challenge the churches 
to interfere or to raise a protest. Let us 
as a Church, beware lest we too be drawn 
stealthily, but surely, into this awful whirl- 
pool of errors. It is important that we hold 
fast the fundamental teaching of our Church. 
May we stand as a solid phalanx against the 
new theology craze. 

The whole counsel of God must be faith- 
fully and constantly declared by God’s am- 
bassadors. It is not a question of taste or 
desire, it is a question of duty and fidelity 
to one’s commission. In the face of this fact 
there can be no valid excuse. It must be 
done or God shall hold us responsible for the 
neglect in the final day. It is the business 
of God’s ambassadors to declare the divine 
message whether people want to hear or not, 
whether they will accept or reject it. In 
our pulpit ministrations we should please 
God rather than man. We lidve received our 
commission from God, and also the message 
we are to deliver, and to that God we are 
accountable. If unfaithful, souls may die 
in sin in consequence of the neglect and their 
blood shall be required of us. The very 
thought of it should make us tremble and 
spur us on to faithfulness.—The Hvangelicat 
Messenger.

——Dallas, Texas, has grown so in the 
last three years that it has been necessary 
to spend $600,000 in electric plant extensions. 


——One of the rivers which Theodore 
Roosevelt explored in South America has 
been renamed for him, being called the River 
Roosevelt. 


——The Book Committee of the Methodist 
Cburch has voted to declare for 1914 a divi- 
dend of $300,000 to the retired or superannu- 
ated ministers. 


——Prince Alexander, of Teck, who is a 
brother of Queen Mary, is to be the next 
Governor-General, to take the place of the 
Duke of Connaught. 


——tThe beet-sugar industry was begun in 
1810 and the first loaf was presented to 
Napoleon. The centenary of this even has 
just been celebrated in France. 


——tTokyo has sent out official announce- 
ment stating that it had been definitely de- 
cided that Japan would participate in the 
Panama Exposition to be held at San Fran- 


cisco. 


—Madame Lillian Nordica, world fam- 
ous singer, died on May 10 at Batavia, Java. 
She was born at Farmington, Maine, and 
had achieved great success in the realm of 
music. 


—~-Redwood sawdust is being used by 
vineyardists in California for packing fresh 
table grapes. It takes the place of the 
ground cork used for imported Spanish 
grapes. 


——On April 27 Secretary of State Bryan 
and Dr. Ritter, the Swiss minister, exchang- 
ed ratifications for renewing the arbitration 
treaty between the United States and 
Switzerland. 


— Queen Eleanor of Bulgaria has post- 
poned her visit to the United States on 
account of the present events in America. 
She will wait until the circumstances are 
more favorable. 


——Yuan Shi Kai, President of China, 
has appointed W. W. Rockhill, formerly 
United States Ambassador to Turkey, as ad- 
viser-at-large for the Chinese Government at 
a salary of $1,000 per month, 


— New York’s “subway,” or the under- 
ground railroad system, is about the safest 
railroad in the world, since it has carried 
more than two billion passengers in the last 
nine years and not one has been killed. 


——The cost of operating the Panama 
Canal annually will exceed $4,000,000. It 
will take from ten to twelve hours to go 
through the canal. The canal so far, has 
cost $16,500,000 for sanitation alone. 


—Since the coming of warm weather 
President Wilson has used a tent in the 
White House Gardens for his office, saying 
that his office cannot be comfortably used 
during warm weather on account of lack of 
ventilation. 


—Alfredo Gonzalez, the first designate, 
or vice-president of Costa Rica, has been 
chosen by the Costa Rican Congress as Pres- 
ident of the republic. The new administra- 
tion will be inaugurated May 8 for a term 
of four years. 


—-The Carnegie Hero Fund Commission 
awarded thirty-two medals to those who had 
performed acts of heroism, these acts being 
recognized at their spring meeting held in 
Pittsburgh, on May 1. Nine silver and 
twenty-three bronze medals were awarded. 


—--On the north coast of Spitzenbergen, 
nearer to the North Pole than to the Arctic 
Circle, hot springs have recently been dis- 
covered, proving that the heat under the 
surface of the earth may be as great there 
as at the equator, although the surface may 
be cold. 


——tThe Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America, through its Commis- 
sion on Peace and Arbitration, invites the 
churches to observe Sunday, May 17, for the 
question of international peace and arbitra- 
tion, this being the anniversary of the first 
Hague Conference.—The Christian Century. 


—--The Supreme Court of the United 
States has handed down the decision which 
makes a saloon-keeper liable for damages 
resulting from the sale of liquor. In Ne- 
braska a judgment of the courts held a 
saloon-keeper liable to the sum of $5,000 to 
a wife for her husband becoming a habitual 
drunkard. 


—-In China the proportion of trained 
physicians is one to 1,118,000 people, or 365 
to 432,000,000; in the United States, one to 
500, or 180,000 to 90,000,000. If the United 
States were no better off than China we 
would have eighty physicians for the whole 
country; if China were as well supplied as 
we, she would have 865,000. 


—The Chinese National Conservation 
Bureau is considering reforestration at the 
headwaters of the Yellow River. The gov- 
ernment report shows that this will amelio- 
rate the torrents and cause a more regular 
flow from the now denuded uplands. It is 
acknowledged that this reforestration may 
not have an appreciable effect within the 
lifetime of the present generation. 


—tThe Sperry gyroscope, which is an in- 
vention that takes complete control of the 
machine’s balance so that one may not have 
to steer, is to be used in the Curtiss hydro- 
aeroplane, in which Lieutenant Porter will 





make his trans-Atlantic flight next summer 
in the effort to be the first one to accomplish 
that feat. There will not be any descent on 
water en route. 


——Three new postage stamps have been 
announced by the Post-office Department— 
7, 9, and 12 cents. The seven-cent stamp 
will bear the likeness of George Washing- 
ton; the nine and twelve-cent stamps, the 
likeness of Benjamin Franklin. Other 
stamps are the 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 10, 15, 20, 
and 25 cents; and there is a $5 stamp used 
mostly by bankers for sending packages of 
bonds.—Current Events. 


-——-The new Waldensian Church in Rome, 

which was presented by Mrs. John S. Ken- 
nedy, of New York, was dedicated with im- 
pressive ceremonies, many of the represent- 
atives of the Waldensian Church from all 
parts if Italy and of all the evangelical 
churches of Rome, together with many 
notables, being present. It stands on the 
Piazza Cavour, is of stone, and the finest 
Protestant edifice in Italy. 


——The United States Census Bureau 
estimates that by July 1, our country will 
number its population 98,781,324. There are 
more than five millions in New York City 
and nearly twice as many in the State of 
New York. With the population of the 
United States’ possessions added, it brings 
our national population up to 109,021,992. 
There has been a great increase in the last 
four years in the national population. 


——Governor Goethals has decided to be- 
gin a barge service through the Panama 
Canal about May 10, thus bringing it into 
commercial use much earlier than expected. 
The first freight to be towed through will 
consist of Hawaiian sugar. At the end of 
the canal there must be a ship ready to re- 
load the sugar so as to prevent congestion 
of the docks and also to release the barges 
promptly. The Panama Railroad will 
handle the freight promptly at the wharves 
at each end. 


——The working men of California are 
the leaders in an effort to secure a Sabbath 
Rest Law in that State. Many bodies of 
organized laborers are joining the movement, 
and they are asking the assistance of the 
Church to help in this campaign. Petitions 
are being circulated widely among Christian 
people, asking that the bill be placed upon 
the ballot for next November’s election; it 
is said that thirty thousand signatures will 
be needed in order to have the question 
placed upon the ballot. 


——News comes from Catania, Sicily, May 
9, that a great earthquake occurred extend- 
ing from Zaffarana, the highest village on 
Mount Aetna to the sea, between Aci Reale, 
on the south, and Giarre, on the north. The 
number of dead up to that date was officially 
placed at 173, with about 350 injured. For 
centuries this region has suffered from earth- 
quakes, yet it is thickly populated. At 
Cantania, the strongest shock lasted six sec- 
onds. Many of the people are buried under 
the wreckage; of which there is much.

26—Law as to Leprosy. 


Introduction 

It is our duty to give thanks unto God 
for all that He does for us. There is no 
finer test of real character than a spirit 
of gratitude for the blessings that we receive 
from God, or from our fellow men. The in- 
grate for blessings received is unworthy of 
the highest consideration at the hands of 
God or man. Gratitude blesses both the 
giver and the receiver. There is nothirg 
that measures the real worth of a man 
more than the spirit of gratitude. When 
we receive the richest blessings of life from 
God in the salvation of our souls we should 
return again and again to Him and express 
our thankfulness. This will enrich our 
spiritual life and bring us into real fellow- 
ship with Him, who is able to heal us of 
the dreaded disease of sin, which not only 
destroys the body, but both soul and body. 





Comments 
1. The Souls Cry for Deliverance. Ys. 
11-13. ‘ 
A leper was considered unclean among the 
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Jews and was not allowed to associate among 
the people because of the contagious nature 
of the disease; and because those who had 
cortracted it were considered unclean. This 
disease caused the hair, eyebrows, and nails 
to drop off; and even destroyed the hands 
and feet and limbs; the nose, eyes, the palate, 
and other parts of the body were destroyed. 
If any one thinks that he has nothing to be 
grateful for, let him be thankful for not hayr- 
ing the leprosy. 

As Jesus went through Samaria and Gali- 
lee, he entered into a certain village, there 
met Him ten lepers. These lepers had been 
driven from the city and had congregated 
themselves in this village where they could 
comfort each other, and conform to the re- 
quirements of the Jewish laws concerning 
leprosy. These ten men stood afar off and 
cried to Jesus because they were not allowed 
to come near any one. They cried unto Jesus 
saying, “Jesus, Master, have mercy .on us.” 
They, in their cry for help, recognized Jesus 
as having authority over disease. It was 
the cry of faith. They were very eager to 
have their bodies healed. How much more 
eager should we be to have our souls healed 
from sin, which is much more dreadful in its 
deadly nature than is leprosy! They would 
have done anything within their power to 
obtain the blessing of healing. How much 
more should we be willing to do for the heal- 
ing of the soul! 

II. Deliverance Granted. V. 14. 

There was within this dreadful disease a 
mute appeal to the Master that always reach- 
ed His compassion. Its loathsome nature, 
its deadly work which was slowly but surely 
going on, its destructive power over the body 
that symbolized the deadly work of sin, al- 
ways moved the Master to compassion and 
help. He told them to go and show them- 
selves to the priests who would pronounce 
them clean or unclean as the case might be. 
It was required of the law that lepers had 
to show themselves to the priests and get a 
certificate of their having been healed, before 
they would be readmitted to society, to the 
home, and to religious association with oth- 
ers. Without seeing any evidence of being 
healed, with perfect obedience to His word, 
they went to the priest, with perfect faith 
that they were going to be healed. Faith 
with obedience is the source of their healing. 
Christ always honors our faith with His 
blessing. 

It came to pass that as they went they 
were healed. They had to act on their faith 
before they had the slightest evidence of 
healing. They were healed in the act of 
going. This blessing was like a great many 
of His blessings. It was bestowed through 
their acting upon His word. “If ye know 
these things, happy are ye if ye do them.” 
We must know the will of God, but we shall 
be made happy only as we do His will. These 
lepers felt the power of new life springing 
up within them as they went on their way to 
the priest. They went leaping and bounding 
with joy as they went, for they felt the heal- 
ing power imparted to them. 

This manner of healing as they went is 
true to life. We gain strength in the spirit- 
ual life only as we enter into that life by 
service. Some rewards we get before we 
labor, others we get after we labor, but the 
Christian’s reward in Mevelopment comes 
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during the hours of service. We are not 
saved by works, but by faith that works by 
love. 

Leprosy is like sin in that it is hereditary 
as to its affects, it is not an affection only of 
the skin but strikes deep into the very na- 
ture. It is deadly in its effcts, contagious 
in its nature, and requires the most skilful 
physician to heal it. In these several re- 
spects it is like sin. 

They were healed because they obeyed 
Jesus at once and acted on what faith they 
had. He gave them more faith as they need- 
ed it and they were completely cleansed. In 
the same manner the sinner may be healed 
by acting with perfect obedience on the word 
of .God. 


III. The Ungrateful Nine. Vs. 15-18. 


This was a time in which there should 
have been thanksgiving on the part of the 
ten men who had been healed from this 
dreadful disease, but only one of them re- 
turned to give thanks to Him who had done 
so much for them. Is this the ratio in which 
people are thankful for salvation through 
Christ? It seems that they would have been 
eager to return and express their gratitude 
for what He had done for them. Jesus ac- 
cepted their obedience as an expression of 
their gratitude. 

The one that expressed his gratitude was 
a Samaritan. The Samaritans were a mixed 
people in their religious and racial life. They 
had married and intermarried with the heath- 
en people until they no longer represented 
the pure Israelites. They accepted only the 
five books of Moses as their sole book of 
authority. They rejected the other Jewish 
books from their religious teachings. They 
now number a small people, only about two 
or three hundred. They recognize the value 
of the Christian religion and the Sunday- 
school work of the world. Their High Priest 
sent a message of greetings to the World’s 
Sunday-school Convention at Zurich, and at- 
tended the Convention at Jerusalem. 

This character, in his gratitude, shows the 
spirit of the Gentile world in their gratitude 
to Christ for His saving power; and the fact 
that the Jewish people, represented by the 
nine, are ungrateful for the coming of Christ. 
We should learn not to disregard those whom 
Christ saves. Some of the sweetest spirited 
Christians of the world are those whom the 
world has hated. 

It seems that Christ was disappointed be- 
cause the nine did not return to express their 
gratitude. He did not wish them to return 
for His glory, but for the Father’s whom He 
was representing. Christ wants our love, 
answering to His, and a love that answers 
by service. 


IV. The Healing Faith. V. 19. 


There is a blessing that is greater than the 
healing of the leprosy, and that is the healing 
of the soul from sin. Christ stressed the 
man’s faith more than the gratitude because 
faith is the greater virtue and has great 
bearing on the works of Christ for mankind. 
The great principle upon which Christ blesses 
humanity is faith. According to our faith 
Christ measures His blessings for us. It may 
be that the faith of the Samaritan was the 
means of healing to the rest, and because of 
the weakness of their faith they failed to 
return to the Master to render gratitude for 
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what He had done for them. Faith that 
saves is always a personal relation. We may 
believe in things, but we have faith in per- 
sons. 

Nothing pleases the father’s heart more 
than to feel that his children are grateful 
for what they receive; so is God toward us 
when we are grateful to Him for His rich 
blessings to us in cleansing us from sin.

Converted Purses

(Before discussion of the topic, have some 
one sing the hymn, “I Gave My Life for 
Thee.” By a slight rearrangement of words, 
this can be made very effective, sung to the 
tune of “The Rosary.”) : 

It has been said that the way in which 
a person spends money is an index to his 
character. Some spend more money for 
clothes than for anything else, some for 
household furnishings, some spend much in 
spreading bountiful tables. Others count 
travel of such value they will forego simpler 
pleasures to save the larger sums necessary 
for sight-seeing. A man who considers him- 
self unable to send his children to college, 
or even help defray their expenses, may frit- 
ter away quite a large sum on unwise 
schemes yielding no permanent nor worth- 
while results. Of several people having 
equal means, one may feel he can afford a 
good library, another, thinking himself un- 
able to have this luxury, would spend prob- 
ably an equal amount on amusements from 
time to time; while yet a third, who might 
think both the others extravagant, would 
put the same sum in a poor investment. Peo- 
ple of moderate income and people of wealth 
usually find money, in proportion to their 
means, for what they consider most im- 
portant and of most value. ‘Those who give 
liberally to charitable purposes, the exten- 
sion of Christ’s kingdom through His 
Church, and the spread of the gospel to all 
lands and peoples, are, most likely, of un: 
selfish spirit, of larger vision, ready to set 
high value on investing in what is most 
worth while—the eternal. 

A person who has not a generous spirit 
surely has not stopped to count his blessings. 
Reverses may come and hardships, yet there 
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are always benefits, if gains are noted in- 
stead of loses. “Freely ye have received, 
freely give.” Health, strength, ability to 
work, home comforts, friends, loved ones, 
the little joys of daily life, times of great 
happiness that come only now and then in 
a lifetime—these are gifts from a loving 
Father, and gratitude for them leads to the 
opening of purses in order that the Father’s 
desires may be fulfilled on earth. A poor 
woman who had worked hard all her life, 
and barely made a living for herself, saved 
up, after many years, the sum of $200. Not- 
withstanding her needs, her love for Christ 
was so great she could not be satisfied until 
she had given $100 for a mission point in 
China. A wealthy woman whom she had 
worked for scolded her for such seeming 
wastefulness, and gave her another $100, 
with instructions to be more wise and pru- 
dent. The hard-working woman appreciated 
this gift, but her heart was so filled with 
loving gratitude she could not be willing 


' to use it for self, and the new $100 was sent 





to Africa to help in the mission work there. 
Many years ago another was censured for 
wasting the money she had spent according 
to the promptings of a heart overflowing 
with love for her Master; but Christ Him- 
self commended her for such an expression 
of devotion. 


Giving may seem a denial at first, but the 
gift offered in sincerity always comes back 
to the giver transformed and blessed a hun- 
dredfold. 


“See the rivers flowing 
Downwards to the sea, 
Pouring all their treasures 
Bountiful and free: 

Yet to help their giving 
Hidden springs arise; 

Or, if need be, showers 
Feed them from the skies! 


“Watch the princely flowers 
Their rich fragrance spread. 
Load the air with perfumes, 
From their beauty shed: 
Yet their lavish spending 
Leaves them not in dearth, 
With fresh life replenished 
By their mother earth! 


“Give thy heart’s best treasures, 
From fair nature learn; 
Give thy love—and ask not, 
Wait not a return!

and has, belongs to God. Then, this includes 
money as well as other possessions. It is 
all really God’s by right. Without His per- 
mission and blessing, it could never have 
been accumulated. It is also to be His by 
deed of gift. Man is intrusted with ‘earthly 
possessions as a steward is intrusted with 
his master’s household goods, and all money 
is to be spent by God’s guidance. Surely a 
child of God ought not to feel any hesitancy 
in asking Him to direct expenditures. There 
should be that feeling of trust and fellow- 
ship between father and child.

“All tithe-payers are urged, for the sake 
of the example, to join the Tenth Legion, 
our Christian Endeavor league of tithe- 
payers, numbering more than twenty thou- 
sand. Merely send a two-cent stamp to 
headquarters for a pledge-card.

The church clerks and other officers of 
the church are urged to heartily second the 
efforts of the pastor in this matter. (Should 
the church be without a pastor, the entire 
responsibility will rest upon the church offi- 
cers, who should see to it that every detail 
is looked after.) 

The Sunday-school superintendents will 
have the responsibility for the children's 
part in this celebration. While all the serv- 
ices of the day should be in the interest of 
home missions, we must remember that in 
the beginning this was “Children’s Day” and 
continue to give them a large part in its 
observance. 

All the members of the congregation are 
urgently requested to cooperate in making 
this offering worthy of the cause to which 
it is devoted. Set high standards. Encour- 
age your leaders. Joyfully accept your per- 
sonal responsibility. Welcome those who 
ask for your subscription as though you con- 
sidered giving a privilege. Respond gladly 
and generously. By the earnest participa- 
tion of all, we shall crown the effort with 
success, and strengthen the hearts of those 
who are attempting to carry forward our 
home mission enterprise.

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writes: “A more important result was the 
spirit of fellowship quickened through the 
calling by the one hundred and fifty church 
representatives on the committees. More 
calls were made in the name of the church 
on this one afternoon than had been made 
in any entire year before.’—Men and Mis- 
sions. 

The following extracts from a letter from 
Manchester, N. H., are of interest. The let- 
ter was written immediately after the simul- 
taneous every-member canvass in that city: 
“The first and positive judgment of the ten 
churches taking part in the every-member 
canvass in Manchester, N. H., is that the 
canvass has been so decided a success that 
it has relegated to the scrap heap the hap- 
hazard methods of the past. It has so in- 
creased the number of pledged supporters to 
the work ‘of the local church and to the 
benevolence of the denomination that it has 
given to each church a realization of strength 
and influence such as it had not dreamed it 
possessed. The canvassing committees met 
such cordial reception as made the work an 
extraordinary pleasure. The canvass greatly 
widened the acquaintance of the committees 
with the members of the church. In the lar- 
ger churches we look upon this as one of the 
particular blessings. The reports from the 
following churches, which have more careful- 
ly tabulated some of the results, will show 
the success of the canvass financially : 

“In St. Paul's Methodist church the pledges 
recorded show an increase of fifty per cent. 
in the number of subscribers to the local 
work and about the same to benevolences. 
The increase in the amount pledged is more 
than thirty-three per cent. toward local work 
and sixty-five per cent. toward benevolences. 

“The First Baptist church reports a large 
increase in the number contributing to local 
work and to benevolences. The increase 
financially would be about thirty per cent. 
for local work

PROF. T. W. SHANNON AT DEFIANCE 
COLLEGE 


Prof. T. W. Shannon addressed the stu- 
dents of Defiance College Thursday evening 
on the “Single Standard Eugenic Movement.” 
It was a great them, forcibly presented. 
and seriously received. He said in part: “We 
have come to a pyschological moment in the 
social development of the race. For six 
thousand years we have forced woman to 
live on a high plane of morality and permitted 
man to live on a low one. This was possible 
in the ages of savagery and autocracy, but 
cannot continue in an enlightened democracy. 
Woman has come to her rightful position of 
equality with man. Man will rise to woman’s 
plane, or woman descend to his, or there will 
be a compromise. The double standard of 
morality is responsible for the alarming de- 
generacy of society. Seventy per cent. of the 
inhabitants of the United States are de- 
ficient physically and ten per cent. mentally. 
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We have 165,000 insane and epileptic and 
310,000 feeble-minded. The capacity of pris- 
ons and asylums, in some states, has to be 
doubled every fourteen years.” The speak- 
er had visited and made personal investiga- 
tion in more than half of the prisons and 
asylums in the United States. In one peni- 
tentiary seventy-two per cent. of the inmates 
had a drunken father or mother or both, 
while seventy-eight per cent. of all the women 
admitted for fifteen years had drunken par- 
ents. The records of a Texas insane asylum 
showed that eighty-eight per cent. of the 
cases was due wholly or in part to alco- 
holism. A painstaking and scientific inves- 
tigation back to the second and third gener- 
ation of eighty-two cases in a New Jersey 
asylum showed that the two prime causes 
of their insanity were the social and personal 
immorality and the alcoholism of their par- 
ents. The medical records of a certain State 
prison showed that four out of five of all 
the inmates required, at the time of their ad- 
mittance, treatment for diseases from social 
immorality. Tobacco was also shown to be 
a potent cause of physical and moral degen- 
eracy. Children of fathers who use tobacco 
are not physically equal to their parents. 
When both parents.use tobacco, the degen- 
eracy is far greater. Tobacco conduces to 
alcoholism and heart failure. Ten times 
more men than women die of heart failure. 
To arrest this mighty tide of degeneracy 
is no small task. Labor, wisdom, and pa- 
tience will be required. The gospel of Jesus 
Christ, the single standard of morality, and 
eugenic marriage and parentage laws are the 
panacea. Such laws were being enacted. 
would become universal, and society saved. 
Professor Shannon said he regarded De- 
fiance as one of the cleanest colleges he knew. 
President McReynolds expressed his high 
appreciation of the address and declared the 
single standard of morality to be an estab- 
lished and incompromising principle of Defi- 
ance College.

CHRISTIAN BIBLICAL INSTITUTE 
MORE THAN AN INSTITUTE 


Among the most vital of denominational 
problems is the preparation of the ministry. 
This each denomination must do for itself, 
not necessarily for dogmatic or theological 
purposes, but as a psychological necessity 
demonstrated by the experience of two cen- 
turies. Others may train our ministers, but 
they cannot train them for us. A properly 
trained ministry and a loyal spirit of cooper- 
ation are the chief elements in the success 
of a denomination. The latter will usually 
depend on the former. It was therefore a 
wise policy which founded the Christian 
Biblical Institute, first at Eddytown, and 
later at Stanfordville, N. ¥. The labors 
and sacrifices of its founders and support- 
ers, and their great service to the denomina- 
tion, can never be fully measured. But its 
work was done under great disadvantages. 
Few students were graduates, and many 
lacked the collegiate training necessary to 
efficient seminary work. To maintain a semi- 
nary and also a collegiate course, even in 
part, imposed a burden for which neither 
equipment nor endowment was adequate. In 
1907 it was moved to and associated with 
Defiance College, and a handsome stone and 
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brick building, 100 feet long and 95 feet in 
depth, with four floors, was erected at a cost 
of about $50,000. In addition to this it has 
the advantage of the finely equipped plant 
of the college and its entire teaching force, 
so far as needed, since many subjects require 
to be taught in both college and institute. 
All these extra privileges are without cost. 
To do the same work with the same advan- 
tages would, if separate from the college, re- 
quire a property and endowment of nearly a 
half million dollars. The income from the 
endowment of the Christian Biblica] Institute 
barely suffices to pay four men, yet it has an 
actual faculty of ten strong men and women, 
with a dozen more ready to render any serv- 
ice in their line. Ministerial students can 
have any collegiate advantage without extra 
cost. Many make up their deficiencies while 
pursuing courses in the Institute, and many 
college students take Christian Biblical Insti- 
tute work, thus extending its influence far 
into the college life. 

The Christian Biblical Institute is not an 
institute. It never has been. It is a theo- 
logical seminary and more worthy of the 
name than many so-called. Two courses are 
offered,—the regular three years’ course for 
graduates and a two year English Theolog- 
ical Course for undergraduates. These are 
the result of expert study, made with a spe- 
cial view to our needs, and cannot fail to 
commend themselves to all experienced in 
seminary curricula. The Christian Biblical 
Institute represents the highest ideals in 
thought and living—ideals that all ministers 
would do well to live before their congrega- 
tions. It holds to the single standard of mor- 
ality for men and women as an inherent and 
essential principle of society. It is modern, 
progressive, and safe; standing on the funda- 
mental truth of the gospel, yet neither dog- 
matic nor over theological, but practical, 
missionary, and evangelistic. Every young 
man preparing for the ministry in our de- 
nomination should come here, if practicable. 
We especially solicit graduates from our other 
colleges. It would be an immeasurable ad- 
vantage to our young men from the South, 
after graduating from Elon, to take at least 
one year here. For while we may learn from 
the South something in organization, coop- 
eration, and loyalty, the Southern brethren 
may profit from the West in aggressive meth- 
od, strenuous effort, and largeness of view.

ELON’S TWENTY-FOURTH ANNOUNCE- 
MENT 


The twenty-fourth annual catalogue of 
Elon College is just from the press and is © 
being mailed out this week. It is a two hun- 
dred page book and shows all departments 
of the institution in flourishing condition. 

As to enrollment for the year to be con- 
cluded in June next, the roster reveals 386 
individual matriculates from sixteen states. 
North Carolina leads with 291; Virginia is 
represented by 65; Pennsylvania by 5; Ala- 
bama and Georgia by 3 each; Ohio, 'Tennes- 
see, and Texas, each has 2; Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Michigan, Mississippi, New York, South 
Carolina, and West Virginia have each a 
single representative; Cuba sends 6. There 
are 37 graduate students, 329 undergrad- 
uates, and 20 normal students. The new de- 
partment of Domestic Science has the lucky 
number of 13 to its credit. The Music De- 
partment numbers 91, and has a faculty of 
four. There are 22 members in the regular 
college faculty. 

The most important changes exhibited are 
the moving of the commencement day from 
Wednesday after the fifth Sunday in May or 
first Sunday in June, as heretofore, to Tues- 
day after the fourth Sunday in May, which 
becomes effective in 1915; the abolition of 
the B. S. degree, giving the A. B. for the 
courses heretofore leading to that degree; 
and the creation of a special course open 
only to ministers which provides three years 
of work in the English Bible, one year in 
Hebrew, and four in Greek, one year of the 
Greek being in the New Testament. Elon 
has forty-four ministerial students and the 
creation of this course seemed an imperative 
necessity. 

A new feature is the publication among the 
regular alumni of the names and vocations of 
the “Old Guard” who have so royally rallied 
to their alma mater in subscribing to the 
Alumni Fund instituted in June, 1913. The 
Old Guard includes those who for any reason 
did not complete a course leading to a degree, 
but who are deeply interested in the welfare 
of alma mater, equally with the regular grad- 
uates holding degrees, and as in all colleges 
far outnumber the graduates.

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NEW ENGLAND LETTER 


This written en route, while visiting some 
of the fields in Maine. 

Leaving Boston by steamer at 9 o’clock, 
Friday morning, May 8, I found myself in 
Lubec the next morning about 6 o'clock. 

Here I was met by Bro. Cottle, at whose 
home I was most cordially entertained dur- 
ing my stay in Lubec. That same evening 
(Saturday) Bro. Cottle took me to North 
Lubec, a distance in the country of about 
four miles, where we held a service. This 
is one of the preaching appointments of Bro. 
Cottle, and where he has organized a small 
church. The people of the Disciple Church 
are distinctly aggressive and are seeking to 
make inroads upon the field here. We had 
an interesting service here and the people 
seemed pleased with the message brought 
them. On Sunday morning we went eight 
miles in another direction to a place called 
“Baileys Mistake.” Here Bro. Cottle organ- 
ized a church also, some time years ago and 
= a house in which the services could be 

Bro. Cottle has labored very hard at this 
place in the past, but of later years, being 
obliged to spend some of his winters in the 
South, services have not been kept up regu- 
larly. 

The spirit of proselyting has not entirely 
died out in that part of the State and the 
work is somewhat embarrassed by this phase 
of sectarianism. We were given a good 
hearing at this place also and in private con- 
ference with some of the workers, we sought 
to guide them to work out some plans for 
the welfare of the church and community. 

Bro, Cottle is one of our veteran ministers, 
who has done pioneer work, toiled hard, and 
sacrificed much in the name of the Church 
and gospel. Though still vigorous, he feels 
that perhaps some other hands should seek 
to establish the work of his hands, and he 
would be glad if the way could be opened 
to put a young man into this field and sus- 
tain him there, so that our cause, as a 
people, might be strengthened in that part 
of the State. Perhaps at the session of 
the New England Convention in June. some 
plan may be found to effect this. All honor 
to these faithful men who, amid difficulties 
and discouragements, have worked to keep 
the “altar fires” burning. Bro. Cottle has 
worked in fields that have been isolated and 
unpromising in many ways and yet he has 
had the joy of seeing many souls born into 
the kingdom and he has comforted many 
hearts and homes with the message of the 
gospel and the ministrations of his own sym- 
pathy. 

In this he has been loyally and finely sup- 
ported by his faithful wife, who is a foun- 
tain of strength, not only in her own home, 
but in the community. She is active and 
untiring in every good work and all who 
know her call her blessed. 

On Sunday evening, I gave a message and 
spoke of the work in New England to the 
people of the First Christian church in Lubec. 
This is the church of which Bro. EB. J. 
Bodman is pastor. It is not only one of our 
strong churches in the State, but also a 
leading church in the community. There is 
a good church edifice, well equipped and 
finely located. 

Lubec is situated on the outstanding point 
of the eastern coast of the State and the 
spire of the “First Church” is a recognized 
en’ whether approached from sea or 
an 

A large congregation was present and the 
service was enriched by varied and stirring 
music. The ordinary congregation of wor- 
shipers was augmented by many from the 
Methodist church, as, the pastor being sick, 





no service was held in that church. An 
offering was taken for the New England 
Convention. 


Bro. Bodman is highly esteemed by the 
church, and a spirit of harmony and con- 
fidence prevails. The church itself has a 
larg opportunity because of the influence and 
prestige of its members, as well as of its 
own historic standing. 


We urged upon the church the importance 
of sending delegates to the next session of 
the New England Convention and Bro. Bod- 
man will endeavor to have this done, for he 
is earnestly interested in all the interests 
of our cause and will seek to lead the church 
into all good work. 


Across from Lubec, a distance of three 
miles by water, but about forty by land, 
is the city of Eastport, and here or’ Monday 
morning, Bro. Bodman escorted me, where 
Wwe were met by Bro. Cross, pastor of the 
Eastport church. With him also was Bro. 
Bibber, one of the members of the church, 
to whose home I was taken and hospitably 
cared for by Bro. Bibber and his family. 

Eastport is an inspiring illustration of 
what courage and cooperation are able to 
do. ‘The mission officials may well be con- 
gratulated on the results of their faith and 
efforts ir Eastport. The church building was 
closed for some years and falling into decay 
—presenting a dilapidated as well as a very 
dingy appearance. Since the coming of Bro. 
Cross, about two years ago, a great work 
has been wrought. A congregation has been 
gathered which is developing into a body of 
loyal and earnest workers. The building has 
been repaired and renovated until it is an 
attractive place of worship. In addition to 
putting on a new roof of cement, repairing 
the walls of the foundation, and erecting 
cement steps at the entrance, the building 
has been painted inside and outside and still 
other improvements are planned. Bro. 
Cross has not only gained the confidence of 
the immediate friends of the church, but is 
fast establishing himself in the hearts of the 
people of the city. He seems to have gained 
the attention and respect of the community. 


Much yet remains to be done. Time was 
when the “North Christian” church of East- 
port was a dominant factor in the city life. 
It looks as if this might occur again. The 
people have worked hard to do what they 
have done and they appreciate greatly the 
help given them from the Convention and 
Mission Board, but, to be able to go on and 
do what ought to be done, they ought to 
be assisted until they have acquired the 
strength to carry on the work of the church 
in an efficient way. 


A good company of people assembled for 
a service in the evening, although Monday 
is not an auspicious night for this. Bro. 
Cross said he could have assured a large 
audience on the Sabbath, as his evening serv- 
ices are almost always well attended. The 
spirit of the people was seen in the efforts 
made for this service. A good program of 
music was prepared by the choir, a lady of 
talent of another church kindly came and 
assisted, singing a beautiful solo with fine 
effect; a male quartette sang feelingly two 
selections, and a leading man of the Baptist 
church brought in a body his fine corps of 
“Boy Scouts” to the service. An offering 
was taken here also for the Convention. A 
promising future seems to stand out before 
the Eastport church and we trust that Bro. 
Cross will be sustained to establish the work 
so well renewed. We urged upon this 
church the matter of having Bro. Cross and 
others at the session of the Convention. 
Bro. Bibber and his wife are enthusiastic 
workers for the church and their spirit was 


good to see, as was their hospitality to en- 
joy. 

While here it was our privilege to call 
on Bro. T. G. Moses and his wife. Bro. 
Moses is rather feeble in health, but his 
spirit is bright and his faith vigorous. For 
many years he was pastor of the Eastport 
church and he and his wife are deeply in- 
terested in the welfare of the church. 

From Eastport the next step was to 
Bangor, of which mention will be made later.

CAMPING ALONG THE MASTER’S 
TRAIL 
Dr. J. Pressley Barrett’s recent book. 


Camping Along the Master’s Trail, is char- 
acterized by that devoutness of spirit and 
insistency on the need for the spiritual life 
associated with all his writings. It is a re- 
freshing, winning book, one that is calcu- 
lated to whet the appetite for things spirit- 
ual, and the price (50 cents) places it within 
the reach of all. 

Books of this type are very much needed 
at this time, for in our day most religious 
books have to do with organization and 
church machinery. Very few are of the 
devotional type, and very few insist on the 
necessity for spiritual power, as this one 
does. 

There is nothing in the book that has not 
been said before in the history of the Church, 
but the truths it gathers are so beautifully 
stated that they stick. And Dr. Barrett’s 
wonderful aptness at effective illustration is 
well known, nor has he at any place used 
it more tellingly than in this volume. It is not 
the author’s aim to discover “new thought,” 
but so to state and couch in trenchant 
phrase and grasping, gripping illustration 
the faith handed down from the fathers, 
that it will have a new luster and make'a 
new appeal. This he does, and does charm- 
ingly. 

The book contains sixteen chapters, all 
of them good, but that which will most im- 


press the reader is the thirteenth, which 
treats of the Transfiguration and pleads 


with the Christian so to live as to deserve 
the best things of the kingdom. Dr. Barrett 
believes Christ blesses the Christian just 
as the Christian will permit Him by his 
own spiritual life and activity. He pleads 
eloquently for a clarified vision of Christ 
and ascribes the wide prevalence of evil 
and sin in the world and weakness in the 
Church to its lack. But I cannot do better 
here than quote from the book: 


“The failure to see all questions in the 
light of Christ is responsible for wars and 
all human conflicts. That is the reason we 
have national disturbances and family strife 
and church divisions and individual mis- 
understandings. Not having the mind and 
the eye of Christ, we see things differently, 
and we fight to have it all our way. How 
we need, like Peter, James, and John, to be 
so overcome with reverence and awe as to 
fall upon our faces before the Lord and 
work till Jesus comes and gives us the 
divine touch that we might have our vision 
clarified in the light of Him who is the 
Light of the World! 

“In this lack of a clarified vision we find 
the. reason why so many people, Christian 
people, like to dance, to play cards, to visit 
the theater, and other places of sinful amuse- 
ment—they do not see these evils in the light 
of the Christ, and of course as long as they see 
them in the light of the world, they will see 
no harm in them. Get the light of Christ 
on any question of right and wrong and it 
can be settled in a few minutes and it will 
be settled right.” 

The concluding chapter is a gem. The 
author is telling his readers why the mar- 
riage of the Church to her Bridegroom, the 
Christ, is so long delayed and is so far, even 
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now, from fulfilment. He says two things 
are needful for this glorious consummation 
—the purification and full consecration of 
the Church and the spread of the gospel in 
all the world. There can be no doubt of 
the correctness of this view. Christ cannot 
have an impure Bride and His Bride must 
be wide enough in her love to include all 
the men of earth. The missionary note is 
the note that must be sounded and that 
must be obeyed, and when it is, the purified 
Church will be possible and not till then. 
The Church shall realize herself in self- 
forgetfulness. 

I said in the beginning that this delightful 
book whets the appetite for the spiritual life. 
It should be followed by another book telling 
the hungry reader how to develop that life. 
Dr. Barrett is able to produce such a com- 
panion volume and in doing so he will lay 
the Church under lasting obligation to him- 
self. He has created the appetite, and he 
should satisfy it, and he will.
